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Algunas personas nacen con un don especial y 
el arte en la forma que sea esta presente en sus 
vidas cada dia, desde que se levantan hasta 
que se acuestan. Desde su mas tierna infancia, 
todo lo que recuerdan con mayor fuerza es ha- 
ber captado el mundo a traves de sus sentidos 
de una forma diferente, sintiendose dotadas de 
un algo dificil de describir con palabras pero que 
es sin duda la causa directa de su particular per- 
ception. La artista que te presentamos en esta 
edicion es una de esas personas. 



JESSICA ROWELL tiene solo 22 anitos, y 
desde los 6 ha mostrado un talento sobresa- 
liente en todo lo referente al arte y a la estetica. 
Pocos ninos pueden presumir de haber inau- 
gurado su primera exposition a esa edad. Eso 
ocurrio en 1995, en el centra comercial que la 
cadena DILLARDS tiene en Aurora, estado de 
Colorado. Desde entonces y durante toda su 
adolescencia, nuestra artista fue creciendo, pa- 
sando del dibujo y la pintura a otras disciplinas 
artisticas y artesanales que incluyeron la cos- 
tura, hasta llegar a crear el sello que dirige y 
representa hoy: 

J-CHANS DESIGNS 

Fascinada con la cultura japonesa, recibio en 
2003 clases de un autentico profesor nativo, su 
Sensei, que la introdujo mas a fondo en el len- 
guaje, las costumbres, el teatro y las modernas 
sub-culturas prominentes en el Japon de hoy. 
Mientras estudiaba concienzudamente la cultura 
nipona, descubrio esa forma de representation 
o performance conocida como Cosplay en la 
que los participates se visten con trajes y com- 
plementos inspirados en personajes originales, 
presentes en obras de fiction de generos como 
el Anime, el Hentai, el Manga o los videojuegos, 



por citar algunos. En definitiva, otra curiosa for- 
ma de seguir comportandose como ninos a tra- 
ves de un juego que implica altas dosis de crea- 
tividad y fantasia. Y eso es algo que a Jessica 
no podna pasarle desapercibido. A sus 14 ahos 
de edad, se da cuenta de que disehar vestuario 
es lo suyo, asi que presenta sus primeros trajes 
de Cosplay en el festival "Nan Desu Kan" que 
tiene lugar en Colorado. El exito fue rotundo, y el 
boca a boca hizo el resto. Es entonces cuando 
funda su sello, ante la apabullante cantidad de 
encargos que recibe. Entre el 2005 y el 2006 se 
centra en ampliar su cartera de clientes a la vez 
que desarrolla una coleccion inspirada en hadas 
que formara parte de su Advanced Placement 
Art Portfolio y que sera cualificada por un gru- 
po de jueces. De una puntuacion maxima de 5, 
obtendra un 2, y aunque sintiendo una profunda 
deception, seguira insistiendo hasta presentar 
en 2007 otra portfolio, mas centrado en sus rai- 
ces pictoricas. Llegara a crear mas de 50 obras 
que le otorgaran esta vez una puntuacion de 4. 



Desde su graduation, ha estado trabajando 
siempre detras del telon, como disenadora o es- 
tilista al lado de grandes modelos alternativas, 
fotografos, performers y artistas de todo tipo. 
Sus disenos se inspiran tanto en el Cosplay ja- 
pones, como en personajes historicos y determi- 
nadas epocas, el colorista universo Drag Queen 
(por el que se siente indudablemente atraida), el 
cine de ciencia-ficcion, el Steam-Punk, la fanta- 
sia epica y por supuesto en nuestra Madre Na- 
turaleza. Si fueras su cliente, te dina lo mismo 
que le dice a todos. Su mision consiste principal- 
mente en "Darle vlda a tu vision en el proce- 
so de transformar una Idea o concepto en un 
objeto tangible de 3 dimenslones". Dicho de 
otra modo, hacer realidad tus suenos a traves 
de su privilegiada mente y sus dotadas manos. 



Aun siendo tan joven, ha vestido ya a artistas 
de la talla del famoso Drag Queen/DJ NINA 
FLOWERS, la transexual estrella del porno 
DANNI DANIELS, LISA D'AMATO (America's 
Next Top Model) o PRINCE POPPYCOCK 
(America's Got Talent). Su trabajo tambien 
puede verse en la segunda temporada de la se- 
rie Pitt Boss (Animal Planet), en la tercera tem- 
porada del reality-show "Rupaul's Drag Race" 
y en los videoclips para los temas "Gorgeous 
Nightmare" de la banda ESCAPE THE FATE y 
"Monster You Made"de POP EVIL. 

Ilimitadamente creativa y aplicando una eficacia 
admirable a cada una de sus producciones, es 
capaz de dirigir cada una de ellas enteramente, 
ocupandose ademas del diseho del vestuario 
y/o el estilismo, del peinado y el maquillaje. Por 
si todo esto fuese poco, es tambien editora de 
una interesante publication dedicada a promo- 
ver artistas y de la cual te hablamos un poqui- 
to en este reportaje. Hemos de reconocer que 
en un principio no sabiamos muy bien en que 
especialidad ubicarla, puesto que son muchas 
y variadas sus especialidades y es dificil etique- 
tar a alguien que es de todo menos encasillable 
y que se mueve como pez en el agua tanto a 
la hora de maquillar y peinar, como de disenar 
y confeccionar impresionantes vestuarios o de 
dirigir enteramente una sesion de fotos hasta el 
mas minimo detalle. La verdad, no mucha gen- 
te puede tener ni la paciencia que hace falta, ni 
tampoco la pasion que requiere un trabajo tan 
meticuloso y complejo como el que realiza esta 
joven que esta sin duda destinada a alcanzar 
uno de sus mayores retos profesionales: Traba- 
jar algun dia para grandes producciones ya sea 
en el ambito teatral o cinematografico. Ajuzgar 
por lo que vemos en su portfolio, eso no le resul- 
tara para nada imposible. 




sado que todavfa no existen las escuelas 
especializadas para ciertos artistas, y esto 
provoca demasiado a menudo el temido 
fracaso. ^Ocurre esto en USA? En Espaha 
si sucede y esto solo puede responder a 
un erroneo y muy limitado enfoque, espe- 
cialmente cuando hablamos de artistas, 
cualquiera que sea su talento. 

JR: Las escuelas a las que he asistido han te- 
nian todas un programa de arte bastante acep- 
table. Creo que esta cuestion, USA y Espana 
deben ser parecidos. La falta de diversidad y 
personalizacion en los programas artisticos 
disponibles en nuestras escuelas y el enfoque 
estructurado, pueden resultar increiblemente 
restrictivos para un/a nifio/a creativ@, espe- 
cialmente si te enfrentas a profesores que no 
tienen en su corazon como principal reto lo que 
es el mayor interes de su estudiante. Algunos 
programas de arte no permiten el crecimiento 
primario y su progresion, asi que a veces me 
he sentido negada y/u obligada en algunos 
programas en los que he participado. Algunas 
personas con talento que he conocido han 
perdido las ganas por la falta de apoyo en su 
entorno artistico escolar. Creo que un artista 
necesita sentirse seguro y a salvo para poder 
respirar, prosperar y destacar.Jncluso mas 
que el estudiante medio. 

SH: Comenzaste como pintora, pero tu 
arte tomo finalmente una direccion bien 
distinta. ^Cuando decides dejar la pintura 
a un lado y centrarte mas en lo que haces 
actualmente? ^Sentiste que tu minada de 
talentos estaba quizas demasiado limita- 
da?

SH: Hola JESSICA. Eres realmente una ar- 
tista polifacetica y superdotada. Honesta- 
mente, es la primera vez que presentamos 
en esta seccion a alguien que es tan afor- 
tunado en lo que refiere a cualidades ar- 
tfsticas. Segun hemos averiguado, te diste 
cuenta a muy temprana edad de cual era el 
camino que debi'as seguir pero las cosas 
no han sido siempre faciles, sintiendote 
incluso un tanto inadaptada en ciertos am- 
bientes. ^Apoyaron siempre tus padres o la 
gente cercana a ti en general tu decision de 
ser artista? 

JR: Gracias por las amables palabras. Es un 
honor absoluto participar en esta entrevista. 
Creo que la vida puede ser un obstaculo lie- 
no de retos a veces... Sin importar cual sea tu 
profesion. Ciertamente no estoy exenta de las 
dificultades y apuros que plantea la adversidad 
porque sea una artista. En todo caso, creo que 
pueden ser mas pronunciadas dada mi audacia 
creativa, mi expresion artistica. Al final, como te 
tomes el resultado es lo que determina tu pro- 
pio progreso personal y tu exito. Hay una fra- 
se de TIM BURTON que dice: "Si alguna vez 
has tenido ese sentimiento de soledad, de 
ser un forastero, nunca te abandona lo bas- 
tante. Puedes sentirte feliz, exitoso o lo que 
sea, pero eso continua dentro de ti." Esta 
declaration resuena en mi. Asi como alcanzo a 
recordar, siempre me he sentido una "foraste- 
ra"... Nunca como una inadaptada, sino con un 
sentido de individualismo tan fuerte desde muy 
temprana edad, que he visto que mi disposition 
a menudo entra en conflicto con la perspecti- 
va de otra gente, especialmente cuando esto 



acompaha a mi falta de voluntad y mi tozudez 
anticonformista. Supongo que siempre he teni- 
do una veta de rebeldia. Mi padre es un punkie 
de la vieja escuela asi que imagino que algo 
de el se me habra pegado. Aunque descubn 
mi talento siendo una adolescente, he resistido 
al tormento y al ridiculo en varias facetas de mi 
vida. Dado mi deseo personal y artistico de ex- 
presarme a mi misma, he sido frecuentemente 
rechazada y duramente criticada durante mi 
juventud. Gran parte de ella la pase alienada... 
sin encajar realmente con los punkies o los go- 
ticos...sino mas bien con la gente "alternativa" 
en cuanto a ese aspecto. Estoy segura de que 
puedes imaginar la naturaleza antipatica de la 
mayoria "dominante". Pero lo que yo recuerdo, 
es haber estado dentro de mi propia categoria. 
Para mi, comprometer quien era yo realmente 
y tratar de encajarme en un molde prefabricado 
o en una jaula para pajaros, era la mayor in- 
justicia a la que podria haberme sometido. Me 
siento increiblemente agradecida y bendecida 
por tener una familia que me apoya tanto. Mis 
padres me empujaron constantemente a esfor- 
zarme por seryo misma, captaron mi singulari- 
dad y permitieron que mi creatividad floreciese. 
Es maravilloso que este aqui contigo hoy, pues 
la severidad que he tenido que sobrellevar es 
comparable a las situaciones de esos adoles- 
centes suicidas sobre los que oimos y leemos 
en las noticias. Soy muy afortunada. 

SH: Comprendo perfectamente cada pala- 
bra y me veo reflejada en ellas tambien y 
por eso debo preguntarte ahora...^C6mo 
fue la experiencia en las distintas escuelas 
a las que has asistido? Siempre he pen- 



JR: La vida como pintora era restringida...Pro- 
ducia de uno a tres o mas cuadros en un dia, 
pero el trabajo acababa aburriendome. Me en- 
canta la idea de pintar, pero una vez comienzo 
a trabajar me doy cuenta de que no llena mis 
necesidades creativas. De todos modos nunca 
he sustituido una cosa por otra. Cuando tenia 
15 anos pintaba y creaba trajes simultanea- 
mente, y aunque la cantidad de cuadros que 
produzco hoy dia se ha visto significativamente 
reducida, sigo considerando que mi trabajo se 
basa en los principios del pintor. 

SH: Yo misma he disehado vestuario durante 
17 ahos cuando trabajaba como animadora 
en discotecas y preferia particularmente la 
noche para dejar fluir mi imaginacion...^Es 
ese tu caso tambien? ^Prefieres la noche o 
el dia cuando se trata de crear? 

JR: Sin duda, soy nocturna. Puedo alterar mi 
horario de sueno cuando es necesario, pero 
prefiero trabajar desde el atardecer y hasta que 
amanece. Siento que este es el unico momen- 
to en el que puedo pensar con claridad y que 
permite que mis pensamientos e ideas fluyan 
libremente mientras creo. 

SH: Nos impresiona la variedad de concep- 
tos en tu portfolio, pero dinos, cual es el 
estilo que mas te inspira. Adivino que cada 
traje que creas de la nada debe ser una 
aventura creativa en si mismo, pero... i,Hay 
algun tipo de vestuario con el que te sientes 
mas identificada cuando trabajas en el? 

JR: No exactamente. Me inspiran mas ciertos 
generos en particular, aunque no hay un estilo 
especifico con el que me identifique mas que 
con otro. Me encanta expresar mi creatividad 
en tantos generos diversos como sea posible; 
hace que el trabajo sea mas variado y espon- 
taneo. 



SH: Segun hemos entendido, no solo reali- 
zas vestuario para un determinado tipo de 
gente, a menudo relacionada con el mundo 
del espectaculo. Tambien te ocupas de pro- 
ducciones mas grandes que requieren de 
la participacion de otras muchas personas, 
todas ellas cooperando para crear una eff- 
mera aunque tambien inolvidable fantasia. 
i,Cual es tu principal clientela y quien suele 
estar interesado en tus producciones? Po- 
demos imaginar una rica fauna visitando tu 
taller a diario. 

JR: Recibo una gran atencion por parte de la 
comunidad gay y una gran parte de mi clien- 
tela esta compuesta por drag queens y otros 
animadores. Mi trabajo ha atraido a personas 
de variados espectros y distintas profesiones y 
condiciones sociales. jMe siento orgullosa de 
que mi trabajo intrigue y llegue a tantos tipos 
diferentes de gente! 

SH: i,Eres siempre quien dirige todas las 
producciones que compartes con otra gen- 
te? Quiero decir, debe haber montones de 
cosas que tienes que hacer encajar y co- 
ordinar si esto es asi\ y eso debe ser muy 
estresante... 

JR: Si, soy la unica directora en el 90% de mis 
producciones. Hay mucho trabajo que consiste 
en cubrir tantos y distintos papeles, pero no lo 
haria de otro modo. Manejar los distintos as- 
pectos de una production me permite tener 
mas libertad y poder cuando se trata de eje- 
cutar mi vision. Es un proceso excitante y me 
ayuda a sacar lo mejor de mi creativamente 
hablando. 

SH: Como deci'amos, una superdotada. 
i,Que metodos usas para relajarte y con- 
centrarte mientras trabajas? 



JR: Cuando estoy trabajando en el estudio 
siempre escucho musica. Creo que eso me 
ayuda a aislarme de lo que me rodea y cen- 
trarme mas en lo que estoy creando. Tambien 
me encanta quemar incienso. En las sesiones 
de fotos depende de la situation. A veces te- 
nemos musica de fondo y otras son algo mas 
tranquilas. Depende de los artistas que estan 
trabajando en el set. A algunos la musica les 
sirve como herramienta para relajarse y para 
otros es justo lo contrario, les agita y molesta 
completamente. 

SH: i,Sucede que no siempre es facil llegar 
a un acuerdo cuando se discute un pro- 
ceso creativo con otros artistas como tu? 
Bueno, por lo que yo misma se, cualquier 
artista prefiere tener via libre antes que ser 
influenciado o interferido por otros... <j,Es 
dificil para ti trabajar en equipo? 

JR: Tiendo a apreciar el trabajar con artistas 
que confian en mi trabajo. Suelo ser distan- 
te, asi que es importante para mi etica en 
el trabajo el colaborar con otros que tengan 
poco que aportar o decir sobre mi labor y que 
confien en que dotare de algo magico al set. 
Tengo el mismo respeto por artistas con los 
que trabajo. No me gusta pasarme de la raya 
y confio en ellos para cumplir con su contri- 
bution en el proceso creativo. Algunas per- 
sonas son increiblemente dificiles a la hora 
de trabajar con ellas, sobre todo aquellas que 
te acribillan con preguntas. Me decanto mas 
por trabajar con artistas que estan mas pen- 
dientes del arte en su totalidad que por mi- 
nusculos detalles que no son ni de lejos tan 
importantes como ellos creen. Eso apaga mi 
creatividad y pasion.

SH: Tambien realizas maquillaje. ^Sabes 
siempre de antemano como vas a maquillar 
o improvisas bastante? 

JR: Suelo improvisar cuando maquillo. Rara- 
mente me planteo el look antes de comenzar 
sino que dejo que ese pensamiento surja se- 
gun uso la paleta de colores. Suelo tener una 
especie de esquema de color desarrollado 
antes de la sesion de fotos, pero a veces ni 
me molesto en eso. El maquillaje es como la 
pintura para mi, se crea directamente en crudo 
sobre el lugar de trabajo. 

SH: En grandes producciones... ^Necesitas 
la ayuda de algun/a asistente? 

JR: No, normalmente no necesito un asistente. 
En algunas ocasiones ha sido beneficioso para 
mi el contar con una mano en el set, pero casi 
siempre soy la unica persona involucrada en 
el trabajo. 

SH: Cuando repasamos tu inmenso portfo- 
lio encontramos muchos estilos: Trajes de 
epoca, Cosplay, personajes e incluso mu- 
chas influencias del universo Drag Queen... 
^Tienes alguna preferencia? 

JR: jPrefiero realizar trajes de epoca! Hacer 
vestidos largos elaborados es muy divertido, y 
me encanta la idea de trabajar en una pieza de 
epoca haciendo que parezca lo mas autentica 
posible pero ahadiendo eso si, un toque alter- 
native de modernidad y contemporaneidad. 

SH: Sentimos curiosidad... ^Cual es el 
trabajo mas importante que has realizado 
hasta la fecha? Y, ^cual es el trabajo del 
cual te sientes especialmente orgullosa? 

JR: Creo que mi trabajo mas importan- 
te hasta la fecha ha sido junto a la mo- 
delo OPHELIA OVERDOSE. Tuve la 
oportunidad de trabajar con ella y con 
MORITZ MAIBAUM PHOTOGRAPHY (am- 
bos artistas alemanes) cuando visitaban Los 
Angeles, California, en Noviembre pasado. 
Fue un honor ser la primera persona que rea- 
lizaba su estilismo (siempre se ha ocupado 
ella misma tanto de su peinado, como de su 
maquillaje o estilismo). El trabajo del cual es- 
toy mas orgullosa es el que he realizado junto 
al fotografo AUSTIN YOUNG y la estrella del 
porno transexual DANNI DANIELS. Austin es 
un artista que admiro y respeto enormemen- 
te. Reconozco humildemente el orgullo de 
contar con su trabajo en mi portfolio. 

SH: Sabemos que te gustaria estar apli- 
cando tu experiencia y talento en un nivel 
superior, trabajando quizas en el teatro o 
en producciones para el cine. Bien, deja 
que te diga primero que antes de leer nada 
sobre ti, ya llegue a la conclusion de que 
Hollywood o algun gran musical de Broad- 
way eran la clase de lugares donde debe- 
rias trabajar. iTe has planteado seriamen- 
te el presentar tu trabajo a algun estudio 
de cine o compama de teatro? <j,Sena tu 
actual portfolio suficiente para conseguir 
una oportunidad? 



JR: Me encantaria comenzar a trabajar en 
peliculas. He realizado algunos trabajos 
dentro de este campo (TV, videoclips y cor- 
tometrajes) pero todavia tengo que meterme 
de lleno en la industria. Me gustaria tambien 
disehar en un campo mas teatral, ya sea 
para Broadway, para el circo o para la Opera. 
Una de mis metas este aho es actualizar mi 
portfolio incluyendo mas variedad, y enviarlo 
a distintas companias. Creo que esa sena la 
direccion correcta que mi trabajo debe seguir. 
Estoy interesada en ver hacia donde puedo 
expandir mis habilidades y talento en proyec- 
tos de mayor envergadura. 

SH: Y que nos dices sobre disehar ves- 
tuario para alguna gran estrella del Pop o 
el Rock. Puedo imaginarme facilmente a 
LADY GAGA vistiendo uno de tus disehos. 
i^Por que no?! ^Quienes son los artistas 
para los que no te importana estar traba- 
jando? 

JR: Hay ciertos artistas del Pop y el Rock 
que admiro, y para los cuales me encantaria 
disehar. Desafortunadamente, LADY GAGA 
no es una de ellos, pero tengo otros cuan- 
tos en mi lista. Ya mencione con anteriori- 
dad en otro articulo que me gustaria trabajar 
con YOLANDI VISSER de DIE ANTWORD. 
Algunos artistas de grandes masas podnan 
ser ADELE, RIHANNA, BRITNEY SPEARS, 
ALICE COOPER y SNOOP DOGG! (Se parte 
de risa) 

SH: Bueno, dicho sea de paso, que hemos 
nombrado a LADY GAGA por su inclina- 
cion a los estilismos extremados (sena 
una clienta tuya seguro, aunque no entra- 
remos ahora en detalles sobre su musica) 
Siguiendo con la entrevista... ^Cuanto 
tiempo te Neva terminar un traje que sea 



tardas en confeccionar por ejemplo uno 
de esos vestidos de epoca o neo-victo- 
rianos que incluyen cantidad de detalles 
como joyas o pedrena. 

JR: Soy muy rapida y eficiente en cada as- 
pecto de mi arte. Me Neva poco tiempo el 
crear mis disehos. Para los mas elaborados 
tardo solo una semana. Los mas basicos 
pueden estar terminados en un dia o dos. 
Mi problema es que me distraigo a menudo 
y que suelo trabajar en varias ideas al mis 
mo tiempo. Asi que finalmente suelo tardar 
mas en terminar, pero si reunieras todas las 
horas que he dedicado hasta ahora, hablaria- 
mos solo de unos pocos dias. 

SH: Guau. Aparte de lo que haces, te has 
aventurado recientemente a posar como 
modelo, muchas veces luciendo tus pro- 
pias creaciones. ^Responde esto a algo 
en particular o es solo algo que siempre 
quisiste probar? 

JR: Bueno, es algo bastante extraho, nunca 
quise ser modelo y nunca me vi a mi misma 
como tal. Mi fisico no es el tipicamente acep- 
tado dentro del mercado alternative ni tampo- 
co en el mundo de la moda en general. ..Y solo 
me he encontrado con unas pocas modelos 
alternativas de tallas grandes (la mayoria tie- 
nen tambien una altura que yo no poseo). A 
pesar de todo, algunos artistas y colegas que 
respeto profundamente me han sugerido que 
fuese modelo o posase para ellos. Cada una 
de esas veces me han pillado desprevenida y 
he cuestionado sus intentos. Consideraria la 
ocasion solo si el proyecto estaba orientado 
artisticamente. Desafortunadamente algu- 
na gente ha intentado fotografiarme porque 
creen que soy "famosa" o que sere conocida 
mundialmente algun dia. 



"Solo debes ser tu mism@, y ademas 
de eso ser suficlentemente fuerte 
para luchar por quien eres. No dejes 
que otros callen tu voz creativa. " 



Esa es la razon principal por la que he in- 
tentado evitarlo. El pasado afio no obstante, 
comence a documentarme a mi misma, sa- 
candome instantaneas cada mes. Eso derivo 
ocasionalmente en sesiones de fotos. Comen- 
ce a trabajar como modelo para la que con- 
sidero una de las mejores revistas especiali- 
zadas en tallas grandes, SKORCH. Despues 
de eso, mas gente quiso fotografiarme y mas 
revistas se interesaron en publicar mi trabajo. 
Mi meta aqui es conectar mi rostro a mi sello, 
J-CHAN'S DESIGNS. Poca gente sabia 
como era yo antes de publicar esas instan- 
taneas, asi que fue una excelente forma de 
presentarme como la fuerza principal detras 
de la marca. 

SH: Has mencionado tambien que Denver 
no es realmente un lugar donde haya una 
gran demanda de trajes como los que tu 
confeccionas. <j,Has pensado alguna vez 
en trasladarte a otro lugar en USA donde 
haya quizas mucha mas gente que requie- 
ra de tus servicios? 

JR: Si, lo he considerado. Este ano podna 
trasladarme temporalmente a New York. Ahi 
es donde me gustaria estar y tengo grandes 
esperanzas en la idea de que mi negocio 
prospere alii. Mientrastanto estoy disfrutando 
de mis viajes, teniendo mi refugio y un hogar 
al que regresar tras eso. 

SH: Los comienzos nunca son faciles y de- 
bemos aprender incluso de los mas gran- 
des errores, pero seguramente puedes 
ayudar un poquito con tu consejo a cual- 
quier joven artista ahf fuera, quien este 
probablemente muriendose por tener un 
di'a una oportunidad. 



JR: Odio sonar repetitiva, pues me han pre 
guntado por consejo en casi todas mis entre 
vistas, pero solo debes ser tu mism@, y ade 
mas de eso ser suficientemente fuerte para 
luchar por quien eres.

SH: Para terminar, nos gustaria saber si 
tienes algun gran proyecto en camino (por

JR: Muchisimas gracias por darme esta opor- 
tunidad y presentar mi trabajo. Aparecer en 
MOVE Magazine Spain ha sido uno de 
mis mayores logros hasta ahora y siento que 
es un honor ser parte de esta publicacion. 
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Some people are born with a special gift and the 
art in any of its forms it's present in their lives 
everyday, since they wake up in the morning 
and until they go to bed again. Since their most 
tender childhood, all what they strongly remem- 
ber is to have grasped the world through their 
senses in a different way, feeling that they are 
gifted with something which is difficult to descri- 
be with words but that is undoubtedly the direct 
cause of their particular perception. The artist 
we introduce you in this edition is one of those 
people. 

JESSICA ROWELL is only 22 years old and 
since she was 6 she has proved an outstanding 
talent towards any form of art and aesthetics. 
Just a few kids can fancy themselves of ha- 
ving had their first painting exhibition at such an 
early age. That happened in 1995, at Aurora's 
DILLARDS commercial center, in Colorado Sta- 
te. From then on and during all her adolescen- 
ce, our artist grew up, going from drawing and 
painting to other artistic and traditional craftwork 
disciplines including sewing, until creating the 
label she represents today: 

J-CHANS DESIGNS 

Fascinated by Japanese culture, she took clas- 
ses in 2003 from a native teacher, her Sensei, 
who introduced her more deeply to the langua- 
ge, costums, theatre and all the modern sub- 
cultures prominent in Japan nowadays. While 
studying conscientiously the Japanese culture, 
she dicovered that kind of performance known 
as Cosplay (Costume Role-Playing) in which 
the participants are dressed in costumes and 
accessories inspired on original fictional charac- 
ters present in genres such as Anime, Hentai, 
Manga or video-games to name a few. In other 



words, another curious way to feel as a child 
again through a game that involves high doses 
of fantasy and creativity. And this is something 
Jessica couldn't ignore. Being 14 she realized 
that designing costumes is what she likes the 
most, so she debuted at Colorado's Cosplay 
Festival "Nan Desu Kan". The success was 
resounding and the word-of-mouth did the rest. 
In that moment is when she founded her label 
due to the overwhelming quantity of orders she 
started receiving. In between 2005 and 2006 
she focused on extending her customers list 
while developing at the same time a fairy-the- 
med collection for her Advanced Placement Art 
Portfolio which had to be qualified by a group 
of judges. She obtained 2 points out of possible 
5, and although she felt quite disappointed, she 
kept working hard until presenting a new portfo- 
lio in 2007, more focused in her pictorial roots. 
She will then create over 50 paintings that will 
give her this time a 4 out of 5. Since her gradua- 
tion, she's been working always behind the sce- 
nes, as a designer or stylist, next to great alter- 
native models, photographers, performers and 
all kind of entertainers. Her designs are inspired 
on the Japanese Cosplay, historical figures and 
certain periods of history, the colourful universe 
of Drag Queens (which she absolutely adores), 
science-fiction movies, the Steam-Punk, the 
epic fantasy and of course in our Mother Nature. 

If you were her client, she would tell you what 
she always tells to everybody. Her mission con- 
sists mainly in "To bring your vision to life in 
the process of translating an idea or concept 
into a tangible 3-dimensional item". Said in 
a different way, to make your dreams come 
true with her privileged mind and incredibly gif- 
ted hands. Although being so young, she has

already made costumes for artists such as the 
famous Drag Queen/DJ NINA FLOWERS, the 
transsexual porn star DANNI DANIELS, LISA 
D'AMATO (America's Next Top Model) or 
PRINCE POPPYCOCK {America's Got Ta- 
lent). Her work can also be seen on the se- 
ries "Pit Boss", season 2 (Animal Planet), 
"Rupaul's Drag Race" season 3 and on the 
music videos for ESCAPE THE FATE's "Gor- 
geous Nightmare" and POP EVIL'S "Monster 
You Made". 

Unlimitedly creative and able to apply an admi- 
rable efficiency to each of her productions, she 
has capacity to direct any of them entirely, ta- 
king care not just of the wardrobe design and/ 
or styling but also the hairstyle and make-up. 
And if all this isn't enough, she also conducts 
an interesting publication dedicated to promote 
artists and which we tell you a little bit about on 
this report. 

We must recognize that when she first contac- 
ted us we didn't know very well where to place 
her as artist, so many and varied are her spe- 
cialities and to be honests, it's difficult to label 
someone who's all but unclassifiable and who's 
just in her element whether if she's doing make- 
up or hairstyle, designing and tailoring impres- 
sive costumes or directing entirely the produc- 
tion for a photoshoot. The truth is that not many 
people have neither the patience required nor 
the passion you need to make such a complex 
an meticulous work this girl does. There's no 
question. She's destined to reach one of her bi- 
ggest professional targets: To be working one 
day in big productions within theatre or movie 
industry. Judging by what we see in her portfo- 
lio, that's not impossible at all. 



bornness in conforming. I suppose that I always 
had a bit of a rebellious streak. My father is an 
old-school punk, so I think that mentality pro- 
bably rubbed off on me. Although I discovered 
my talent as an adolescent, I've taken the heat 
in enduring torment and ridicule in various fa- 
cets of my life. Because of my personal artis- 
tic desire to express myself I was frequently 
shunned and harshly criticized in my youth. A 
majority of it was spent alienated... as I never 
fit in with the Punks or the Goths.. .or most of 
the "Alternative" people for that matter. And I'm 
sure you can imagine the unwelcoming nature 
of the more "mainstream" crowd. As long as I 
can remember, I've always been in a category 
of my own. To me, compromising who I was to 
fit into a pre-fabricated mold or pigeon-hole was 
the greatest disservice I could subject myself 
to. I'm incredibly thankful and blessed to have 
such a supportive family. My parents consis- 
tently strived to push me to be myself; they sto- 
od by my uniqueness and allowed my creativity 
to flourish. It's a wonder that I'm here with you 
today because the severity of what I've coped 
with is closely comparable to the tragic teenage 
suicides we read and hear about in the news. 
I'm very lucky. 

SH: How was the experience at the different 
schools you have attended to? I've always 
thought that there are not schools yet 
specialized for certain artists, and this fre- 
quently provokes the terrible failure. Some- 
thing that it happens too often in Spain and 
which can only respond to a bad and very 
limited way to approach the educational 
system towards those kids with a special ar- 
tistic gift, whatever their talent is. Does this 



happen in USA? 

JR: The schools that I've attended have all had 
a fairly decent art program. I guess that this is- 
sue is equally apparent within the USA as it is in 
Spain. The lack of diversity and customization in 
our school's available art programs is apparent, 
and the structured approach can become incre- 
dibly limiting to a creative child, especially if you 
also face problems with teachers who do not 
have their student's best interest at heart. Some 
art programs don't allow for prime growth and 
progression; even I've felt somewhat withheld 
and/or constrained in a few of the programs 
I've participated in. Several talented people I've 
known have become discouraged due to a lack 
of support in their artistic school environment. I 
think an artist needs the safety and security to 
breath, thrive, and excel... even more-so than 
the average student. 

SH: You started as a painter but your art fi- 
nally took a quite different direction. When 
did you decide to put the painting aside 
and focuse more in what you are currently 
doing? Did you feel your myriad of talents 
was maybe too limited? 

JR: Life as a painter was constricting... I would 
produce 1-3+ paintings a day and I found my- 
self frequently bored with all of the works I pro- 
duced. I love the idea of painting, but once I start 
working I find it unfulfilling to my creative needs. 
I never substituted one for the other however. 
When I was 15 years old I was simultaneously 
painting and costuming, and although the 
amount of paintings that I produce today have 
significantly decreased in number I still consider 
my work ethic that of a painter's.

SH: Hello JESSICA. You're very multitalen- 
ted, really gifted. To be honests, its the first 
time we feature in this section someone 
who's so amazingly fortunate when it co- 
mes to artistic terms. You realized at a very 
early age what was the path you should fo- 
llow but things haven't being always easy. 
You have even felt like a misfit in certain en- 
vironments. And it seems to be that there's 
not any artist biography in the world which 
is complete if this hasn't happened at a cer- 
tain point of their career. Have your parents 
and in general your close people always su- 
pported your decision of being an artist? 

JR: Thank you for the kind words; it's an abso- 
lute honor to participate in this interview! I think 
life can be an obstacle filled with challenge at 
times regardless of what your profession may 
or may not be. I am certainly not exempt from 
the difficulties of adversity and hardship becau- 
se I'm an artist. If anything, I think it might be 
more pronounced because of my fearlessness 
in creative and artistic expression. Ultimately, 
how you handle the outcome is what determi- 
nes your own personal progression and suc- 
cess. There is a quote by TIM BURTON that 
reads: "If you've ever had that feeling of lo- 
neliness, of being an outsider, it never quite 
leaves you. You can be happy or successful 
or whatever, but that thing still stays within 
you." This statement resonates with me. As 
far as I can recall, I've always felt like an "out- 
sider"... Never like a misfit, but having such a 
strong sense of individualism from a very ten- 
der age, I've found that my disposition often 
clashes with other people's outlooks, especially 
when coupled with my unwillingness and stub- 



SH: I've being designing costumes myself 
during 17 years, and I particularly prefered 
nighttime to let my imagination flow... Is this 
your case too? What do you prefer when it 
comes to creation, nighttime or daytime? 

JR: There is no doubt, I'm nocturnal. I can al- 
ter my sleep schedule when necessary, but I 
prefer working in evenings and until the dead of 
the night. I feel like it's the only time I can think 
clearly and allow my thoughts and ideas to free- 
flow into my creations. 

SH: We are impressed with the variety 
of concepts in your portfolio, but tell us 
which is the style you feel more inspired 
by. I guess any costume you create out of 
nothing must be a creative adventure by 
itself, but ... Is there a type of costume you 
feel more identified with while working on 
it? 

JR: It's not exactly like that. I'm more inspired 
by particular genres; however there isn't one 
specific style that I identify with over another. 
I love to express my creativity in as many di- 
verse genres as possible; it makes the work 
more spontaneous and assorted. 



JR: When I'm working in the studio I'm always 
listening to music. I think that it probably helps 
me tune out my surroundings and focus more 
on what I'm creating. I also like to light incense. 
On photo shoots it really depends. I think most 
of the time it is usually fairly quiet, although on 
other shoots there will be music playing in the 
background. In those types of settings it really 
depends on the circumstances, because for 
some people music might serve as a relaxation 
tool but it completely annoy and agitate other 
artists on set. 

SH: Does it happen that it's not always easy 
to come to an agreement when discussing a 
creative process with other people who are 
also artists like you, each of them creative 



of drag queens and other entertainers, but my 
work has also attracted individuals of varying 
spectrums and walks of life. I take pride in the 
fact that my work targets and intrigues so many 
different types of people! 

SH: And are you the director of all the pro- 
ductions you share with other people? I 
mean, there must be lots of things you have 
to put together and coordinate if so. 

JR: Yes, I'm the sole-director of about 90% of 
my productions. There's a lot of work that goes 
into carrying out so many different roles, but I 
wouldn't have it any other way. Handling the 
various aspects that goes into producing a pro- 
duction allows me to have more freedom and 
reign when it comes to executing my vision. It's 
an exciting process, and it helps me strive to 
produce my best. 

SH: As we said before, highly gifted. What 
methods do you use to relax yourself and to 
be focused while working? 



in their own field? Well, I perfectly know that 
any artist would prefer having a free hand 
rather than being influenced or interfered... 
Is it difficult for you to work in a team? 

JR: I tend to appreciate working with artists who 
can trust my work. I'm often vague and aloof, so 
it's important to my work ethic that I collaborate 
with others who have minimal input and say in 
my part of the job, and can trust that I will bring 
something magical to the set. I have the same 
respect for the artists that I work with; I don't like 
to overstep my bounds and I trust them to fulfill 
their contribution in the creative process. Some 
people are incredibly difficult to work with, es- 
pecially those who ask a splurge of questions. 
I'm partial to working with artists who are more 
about the art and less about miniscule details 
that aren't nearly as important as they think they 
are in retrospect. It sort of "turns off" my creativi- 
ty and passion for the job otherwise. 

SH: You also do makeup. Do you always 
know in advance what will you do or you ra- 
ther go more for the improvisation? 

JR: I usually always improvise when I'm doing 
makeup. I rarely think about the look ahead of 
time, the extent of my thought is only with the 
color palette. I usually like to have some sort 
of color-scheme developed before the photo 
shoot, but sometimes I don't even bother with 
that. My makeup is like a painting to me, it's 
created raw right on set. 



SH: As we have understood, you dont make 
just costumes for a certain kind of people 
such as entertainers. You are usually also 
occupied in bigger productions involving 
many more people, all of you cooperating 
to create a new ephimeral yet unforgettable 
fantasy. What's your main clientele? Who's 
normally interested in your productions? 
We can imagine a rich fauna visiting your 
workshop everyday. 

JR: I receive a lot of attention from the gay 
community; a majority of my clientele consists 



SH: In big productions... Do you ever need 
the help of an assistant? 

JR: No, I usually don't need an assistant. On 
some occasions it has been really beneficial for 
me to have a helping hand on set, but for the 
most part I'm usually the only person involved. 
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"You just have to be yourself, 
and with that you also need to 
be strong enough to fight for 
who you are. Do not let others 
damper your creative voice. " 
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SH: When we go through your immense por- 
tfolio, we find many different styles: Period 
costumes, Cosplay, characters and even 
lots of influences from the Drag Queen uni- 
verse... Any preference? 

JR: I prefer to do period costumes. Making 
elaborate gowns is so much fun for me, and I 
like the idea of taking something era-pieced 
and making it feel as authentic as possible but 
adding an alternative or modern/contemporary 
twist. 

SH: We feel curiosity to know... What is the 
most important work you've done to this 
date? And what's the work you feel specia- 
lly proud of? 

JR: I think the most important work that I've 
don't to date is with model, OPHELIA OVER- 
DOSE. I received the rare opportunity to work 
with her and MORITZ MAIBAUM PHOTO- 
GRAPHY (both of them are German artists) 
during their visit to Los Angeles, California, in 
last November. It was an honor, as I became the 
first person to ever style Ophelia (she always 
does all of her own makeup, hair, and styling). 
My proudest work is with photographer AUS- 
TIN YOUNG and transsexual porn star, DANNI 
DANIELS. Austin is an artist I greatly admire 
and respect. I'm proud and humbled to have his 
iconic pop-art photography in my portfolio. 

SH: We know you'd like to be applying your 
experience and talent in a higher level that 
could be working in theatre or movie pro- 
ductions. Well, let me tell you that before 
reading anything about you, I already came 
to the conclusion myself that Hollywood or 
any big Broadway musical would be per- 
fectly suitable for your work. Have you se- 



riously thought about presenting your work 
to any movie studio or theatre company? 
Would it be enough with your portfolio to 
get a chance? 

JR: I would love to start working on films, I've 
done some work within this genre (TV, Music 
Videos, and Short Films) but I have yet to break 
into the industry. I would love to design on the 
theater field... Broadway, Cirque, or the Opera. 
One of my goals this year is to update my por- 
tfolio and send it out to some companies. I think 
this would be the right direction for my work, 
and I'm interested in seeing where I can expand 
my abilities and talent on larger scale projects. 

SH: And what's about designing costumes 
for any big Pop or Rock artist? I can easily 
imagine LADY GAGA with one of your de- 
signs, why not?! What are the artists you 
wouldn't mind to be working for? 

JR: There are certain Pop and Rock artists that 
I admire, and who I would love to design for. 
Unfortunately LADY GAGA is not one of them, 
but I have a few others on my list! I mentioned 
this recently in another article, but I would love 
to work with YOLANDI VISSER of DIE ANT- 
WOORD. Some mainstream artists I would like 
to work with are ADELE, RIHANNA, BRIT- 
NEY SPEARS, ALICE COOPER, and SNOOP 
DOGG... LOU 

SH: Well, we have named LADY GAGA be- 
cause of her taste for extreme costumes 
(she could be certainly a good client for 
your brand, although we better don't go into 
details on her music) Continuing with the 
interview... How long does it take normally 
to finish a complex costume like let's say- 
One of those period/Neo-Victorian dresses, 



including the many details of encrusted 
jewels or precious stones, for instance. 

JR: I'm very quick and efficient in every aspect 
of my art. My designs take me very little time to 
create. My more elaborate designs, I will spend 
only a week on. Some of my other more basic 
designs can be finished in a day or two. My pro- 
blem is that I'm often easily distracted, or I like 
to start working on multiple ideas at once. So 
collectively it may take me longer to finish up, 
but if you were to group all my hours together in 
a cluster it's only a few days time. 

SH: Apart from all what you do, you have re- 
cently started a new adventure as a model 
and as we see, you are sometimes the mo- 
del for your own creations. Does this res- 
pond to something in particular or it's just 
something else you ever wanted to try? 

JR: Oddly enough, I never wanted to model... 
ever. I'm confident, but I just never viewed my- 
self as a model. My body type is not typically 
accepted within the alternative market let alo- 
ne the fashion world... and there are few suc- 
cessful plus-size alternative models that I've 
come across (most of them have the height that 
I lack as well). All of this aside, several artists 
and colleagues that I profusely respect have ei- 
ther suggested me modeling or have requested 
to photograph me. Every time it has caught me 
off guard, and I really questioned their intent. 
I'd only consider it if the project was artistically 
inclined... sadly I've had people sneakily try to 
snap shots of me because they think I'm "fa- 
mous" or that I may reach world-wide "fame" 
one day. That is primarily the reason why I avoi- 
ded it. Last year though, I started documenting 
myself, taking snapshots every month. 



This eventually escalated into photo shoots. 
I started off modeling for what I consider 
to be one of the top plus-size magazines, 
SKORCH. After my photos from the feature 
were launched more people wanted to pho- 
tograph me, and more magazines seemed 
to be interested in publishing my work. My 
goal was to connect my face with my label, 
J-CHAN'S DESIGNS. Few people knew 
what I looked like (unless they came across 
some of my snapshots), so it was a great 
way to introduce myself as the leading force 
behind the brand. 

SH: You've also mentioned that Denver 
it's not really a place where there's a big 
demand of the kind of costumes you 
make so, have you ever considered mo- 
ving to another place in USA where there 
are maybe many more people requering 
your services? 

JR: Yes, I've considered it. This year I may 
make a temporary transition to New York, 
that's where I would like to be and I have 
high hopes that my business will thrive the- 
re. Meanwhile, I am enjoying my traveling 
and having a safe-haven and a home to 
come to afterward. 

SH: Beginnings are never easy, and we 
must learn even from the biggest mis- 
takes, but you can surely help a little bit 
by giving some advice to any young ar- 
tist out there who's probably also stru- 
ggling to get a chance one day. 

JR: I hate to sound repetitive, as I'm asked 
to give advice in almost all of my interviews. 
But you just have to be yourself, and with 



that you also need to be strong enough to 
fight for who you are. Do not let others dam- 
per your creative voice. Stay active in your 
artistry, no matter what genre it may be. It is 
important to consistently progress and de- 
velop your craft. I recommend researching 
resources and finding artists who are in a 
similar position as you, team up and grow 
together before you start to expand. Some- 
times investing in an artist of a higher caliber 
who will represent your work as you imagine 
can help benefit your portfolio and succes- 
sion. Just be aware that there is always su- 
pport and options! 

SH: To finish, we'd like to know if you 
have any big project in the channels 
(well, if its not a top secret, of course). 

JR: At the moment I'm taking things one 
step at a time! I have one major project 
planned; I'm not willing to announce what it 
will be exactly. But, it's DISNEY themed! 

SH: Wow, we are soon going to get to 
see you working for their studios! Wha- 
tever, we wish you luck in any new pro- 
ject you undertake. We promise keeping 
an eye on anything you do next. Thanks 
for your time. It has been a pleasure to 
count on you. 

JR: Thank you so much for taking a chan- 
ce on me, and displaying my work. Being 
featured in MOVE Magazine Spain is 

one of my greatest accomplishments thus 
far, and I feel honored to be a part of this 
publication!

I've wondered myself many times if RIDLEY SCOTT was conscious 
about the piece of cult he was creating in those days and which is today 
(said in his own words) his most personal and complete movie. "BLA- 
DE RUNNER" was underrated by many people in the 80s, although 
it received in 1993 the honour of being included in the United Sta- 
tes National Film Registry, preserved as a golden treasure since it's 
considered a cinematographic jewel significantly aesthetic which has 
influenced culturally several generations. 

The curious thing is that its premiere was a resounding failure at the box 
office, mainly because in those days the film had to compete with other 
sci-fi titles running in that moment: "The Thing" by John Carpenter, 
"Star Trek II: The Wrath of Khan" by Nicholas Meyer and the most 
successful of all the movies that year, "E.T The Extraterrestrial" by 
Steven Spielberg. Some critics felt the story had taken a back seat to 
special effects and that it was not the action/adventure movie the studio 
had advertised. 

But the surprise came later, when it was released in the videoclubs. 
The public in general and specially the European, received the movie 
with a big enthusiasm. It was in 1992 one of the first movies edited in 
DVD, and in spite of the bad quality of both the image and sound, it con-

RON HOWARD directs brilliantly a group of actors, most of them of old 
age, presenting them with dignity and affection through endearing charac- 
ters. The story reminds us a fairy tale, in which we see how one of the 
biggest Utopias of human beings becomes a reality: To stop the passage of 
time so we never grow old and we even get to live eternally, without feeling 
again any symptom of illness and all this taking place at a better place than 
this one we inhabit (The Earth is wonderful; the only problem is that there 
are too many pricks on it). More or less this is roughly what's offered to a 
group of old people who will have the option to leave the threshold of death 
they're facing at the residence/home and go aboard a spaceship which flies 
to the planet Antarea. Nevertheless, this was resuming the plot too much. 
My advise is that, in case you haven't seen this movie, you take the time to 
do it no matter if in company or alone. You'll enjoy it, trust me. The entertain- 
ment is guaranteed and believe me, you'll get teary-eyed.

JULIAN KILSBY has been for half his life in Birmingham, UK, 
where he works as a freelance photographer since 1999. During 
ten years he's earned his living in different photographic fields 
including architectural, product, travel and even social photo- 
graphy or said in a different way, making portraits and reporting 
weddings. Tired of wasting his enormous creative potential, it 
was three years ago when he started working for various clothing 
brands and especially for some based on latex. It didn't take a 
long time to put the word out so soon nearly everybody in the al- 
ternative scene knew about his impeccable style, and in less than 
one year he had become a referent for many brands/designers 
who are always looking for presenting their product, in this case a 
very particular type of fashion, in a creative way, with the right ba- 
lance between sexy attractiveness and elegance. And there's no 
doubt, Julian is the ideal photographer for this. His style sets him 
apart from the majority, especially thanks to the lightning set-ups 
characterizing his sessions at the studio. He gives the last touch, 
as usual nowadays, with the digital retouch, which just helps im- 
proving some images which are already fabulous. 

But apart from fashion, something he's very good at, we won't 
deny it, is our desire to share with you, dear reader, some of the 
precious images from his travel portfolio, where we can apprecia- 
te much more than the (almost always feminine) beauty captured 
with his camera in a precise instant.

JK: Cuba es uno de los lugares mas 
increibles en los que he estado y me 
encantana volver alii tan pronto como 
pueda. jHay oportunidades de fotogra- 
fiar alia donde mires! Y la gente es tan 
amable. Todos senalaba mi camara y 
era feliz con fotografiarles, y a menu- 
do intente darles algo por las molestias 
(javerigue que el jabon y el shampoo 
eran una moneda muy popular!) Mi es- 
panol es muy malo, pero agitar la cama- 
ra con una mirada tonta en mi cara pa- 
rece cruzar las barreras del lenguaje de 
forma bastante efectiva. Creo que seria 
muy condescendiente decir que a pesar 
de la pobreza son felices, pero aprove- 
chan al maximo lo que tienen. Hay real- 
mente muchas lecciones que nosotros 
los del avaricioso mundo capitalista, 
podemos aprender de gente en paises 
como Cuba. Y es muy refrescante pa- 
sear por ahi sabiendo que no veras hi- 
leras de cadenas corporativas sin alma 
como Starbucks, McDonalds, etc.

SH: Otro gran fotografo que presentaremos 
muy pronto ha reconocido ser un gran ad- 
mirador de tu estilo e incluso te tiene como 
referente. <j,Te has planteado alguna vez el 
presentar tu trabajo a NATIONAL GEOGRA- 
PHIC o al concurso WORLD PRESS PHO- 
TO? No creo que sea descabellado el que 
nos parezca que tu fotograffa esta mas que 
a la altura... 

JK: jNo creo que me vaya el rollo standard de 
National Geographic! Y adivino que siempre 
pienso que lo puedo hacer mejor y nunca me 
siento lo bastante bueno como para presen- 
tarme a concursos de Fotograffa... jAunque 
probablemente debena! 

SH: i,Y que nos dices sobre las exposi- 
ciones? <j,Has expuesto tu trabajo muchas 
veces en el Reino Unido? ^Lo harias mas 
a menudo y no solo en en este pais sino 
donde fuera en el extranjero si se presenta- 
se la ocasion? 

JK: Nunca siento que tenga el tiempo de or- 
ganizar exposiciones. jSe que debena y me 
gustaria! 

SH: i,Has publicado tus fotos en libros im- 
presos, posters o calendarios? (No me im- 
portaria tener algunas de tus imagenes de- 
corando las paredes de mi casa!) 

JK: Como he comentado antes, tengo el libro 
"Cuba Wooga" y tengo tambien una gran 
seccion en el libro "Goliath's Latex Fashion 
Photograhy". Esto es algo que necesito hacer 
mas, asf que estare montando mas libros muy 
pronto, y mas adelante este ano, voy a comen- 
zar a vender laminas impresas y otros artfculos 
desde mi website. 

SH: i,Que es lo que todavfa tienes que cap- 
turar con tu camara antes de que mueras? 

JK: Hay tantas cosas, gente y lugares que 
quiero fotografiar, pero lo que ocupa el puesto 
numero 1 en mi lista son los osos polares en su 
habitat, y creo que eso va a ser posible final- 
mente el proximo ano. 



SH: i,Que equipo usas para conseguir esas 
imagenes tan espectaculares? jLa ilumi- 
nacion que usas en estudio es tan bonita! 
Tambien nos gustaria saber que programas 
digitales y que filtros usas normalmente (no 
te preocupes, no intentaremos copiarte). 

JK: Creo que muchos fotografos se obsesio- 
nan demasiado con el equipo que usan. Es 
mas importante entender como usar tus he- 
rramientas que las herramientas que usas. 
Conozco algunos fotografos increfbles que 
apenas tienen equipo y realizan el trabajo mas 
alucinante. jY conozco otros que tienen mon- 
tones de equipos de ultima generation y su fo- 
tograffa no es mas que mierda sin talento! Asf 
que rara vez menciono que equipo uso pero ya 
que preguntas y en caso de que esto interese 
a alguien: Para moda uso una HASSELBLAD 
de medio formato y focos de luz BOWENS 
con varios modificadores. Nunca uso la luz na- 
tural ya que prefiero crear siempre mi propia 
iluminacion. Para la fotograffa de viajes, uso 
CANON y mucho flash, aunque obviamente 
dependo mas de la luz natural cuando trabajo 
en este campo. Para el proceso de edicion uso 
los programas LIGHTROOM y PHOTOSHOP 
con unos cuantos plug-ins como NIK COLOR 
EFEX, ALIEN SKIN BOKEH y PHOTOMATIX 
PRO para algun trabajo sutil de HDR. 

SH: No hemos visto muchas imagenes en 
bianco y negro en tu portfolio. ^Quizas no 
te atrae tanto como el color? 

JK: Atravieso mis fases. Solfa hacer mucho 
bianco y negro pero un dfa comence a disfru- 
tar mas el color. En algun momento me aburri- 
re de el y comenzare de nuevo con el bianco y 
negro. Creo que muchos de los temas que he 
estado fotografiando recientemente se perci- 
ben mejor en color. De hecho iba a sacar algu- 
nas fotos en bianco y negro en Iceland el ano 
pasado, pero al parecer casi toda la gente lo 
hacfa, asf que preferf seguir con el color. 

SH: Quienes son tus referentes, ya sean 
mas o menos famosos los fotografos que 
admiras. 



JK: Esa es una pregunta realmente diffcil de 
responder. Hay tantos fotografos maravillosos 
cuyo trabajo me ha impactado a tantos nive- 
les... Algunos de los fotografos especializados 
en moda que he admirado o me han inspirado 
durante anos son GUY BOURDIN, DAVID LA- 
CAHPELLE, DAVID BAILEY, NICK KNIGHT, 
MIKA NINAGAWA (jle puse a mi perra su 
nombre!), CHAD MICHAL WARD, JEFFERY 
SCOTT, NEIL SNAPE, CORWIN PRESCOTT 
y tantos y tantos otros. Las fotograffas de ciu- 
dades fantasma y lugares abandonados de 
BERTHOLD STEINHILBER y TROY PAIVA 
son simplemente fantasticas. Y siempre me 
conmociona la fotograffa de naturaleza de 
STEVE BLOOM. 

SH: ^Tienes algun proyecto importante 
planeado ahora mismo? 

JK: Mi viaje a Namfbia. Realmente estoy de- 
seando estar allf y fotografiar algunas de esas 
ciudades abandonadas con minas de diaman- 
tes y tambien pasar un tiempo con la gente 
Himba. 

SH: i,D6nde te ves como fotografo dentro 
de 10 anos? ^Tienes alguna meta maxima? 

JK: jYa veo imposible pensar mas alia de 
unos meses por delante! No tengo realmen- 
te metas profesionales a largo plazo, senci- 
llamente no puedo meterme en ese modo de 
pensar corporativo que insiste en que nos defi- 
namos con un plan de 5 o 10 anos. Solo quiero 
seguir haciendo lo que hago porque adoro lo 
que hago. Solo seguir fotografiando a muchas 
mas modelos con increfbles trajes y mas de 
este precioso mundo. 

SH: Buena respuesta y estupida pregunta 
la nuestra. Muchfsimas gracias por tu tiem- 
po y por los preciosos instantes que has 
capturado para nuestros ojos con tu cama- 
ra... Y tu corazon. 

JK: Gracias a vosotros por vuestras amables 
palabras, por las interesantes preguntas y por 
producir una revista tan genial y variada.

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SH: Hi Julian. It's amazing that a pho- 
tographer of your caliber accepts to be 
featured in our magazine. We are hap- 
pily surprised by both things, your pre- 
cious work and your humility towards 
collaborating with everyone. Or at least 
that's the first impression you gave us 
when already in our last edition you 
allowed us to use all the fantastic ima- 
ges for Kaori's Latex Dreams report. 
Thanks again for that and for this se- 
cond opportunity to show your art to 
the world, now a bit more extensively. 

JK: Thank you for having me! I'm very ha- m 
ppy to be featured, and happy to collabo- 
rate with interesting and talented people - 1 
think I'm just a down-to-earth kind of guy, I 
just don't want to ever be seen as a diva,. .. 
I hate divas! . 

SH: Ok, thanks for the comment on our 
talent LOL, and that's fine, it's clear that 
you hate divas, but is undeniable that 
you own an outstanding talent. The 
end :) To let our readers know you a bit 
better... How did you start working as 
photographer and where did you stu- 
dy the profession. We guess that your 
knowledge on Photography must be 
partly the result of a long-t^rm prepara- 
tion, are we right? 

JK: I've been working professionally as a 
photographer since 1999. My first profes- 
sional work was for an interior designer, I 
shot work for her portfolio. And since then 
I've shot in a number of different photogra- 
phic fields including travel photography, 
architecture, product, portrait arid wedding, 
but I started specializing in fashion photo- 
graphy in 2009. Before going professional 



I had" studied photography at university, 
back in those days it was all about spen- 
ding many long hours in the darkroom (no 
digital then!), in fact, I very rarely saw the 
daylight! Since, graduating everything IVe 
done has been self-taught, I live arid brea- 
the photography (much to my wife's des- 
pair) and I'm always researching^or expe- 
rimenting with, new techniques. 

SH: We find that many of your pictures , 
remind us the typical wallpaper-screen- 
saver style, like that kind of images we 
all have downloaded sometime to make 
the others freak out with the screen of 
our computer... Have you ever studied 
Graphic Design maybe? It looks- like 
you had some experience in that field. 

, JK: I'm a bit of a self-taught graphic de- 
signer too. I think it's another useful skill to , 
have, that goes hand-in-hand with photo- 
graphy. So much so, that I have included 
a lot of graphic design in the photography 
courses that I teach at Birmingham City 
University. 

SH: Some curiosities about the way you 
work we are sure some of the admirers 



of your work will want you to reveal 
Well, if you think this is not a top secret, 
of course! How do you get some of the 
backgrounds you use on some fashion 
pictures? Do you design them digitally 
or you just get them somewhere, like 
for instance image archives from the In- 
ternet? An example could be the flashy 
colourful lighting points and reflexes 
you adorn some of your fashion pictu- 
res with and which seem to be one of 
your landmarks. 



INTERVIEW by Sugar Heels 

JK: A lot of the backgrounds that I use I 
have shot myself. I've -a huge library of 
background imageson my computer that 
I've gathered together from my travels, 
probably more backgrounds than I'll ever 
use! There have been many occasions 
when I've been at a location and thought, 
"wow I'd love to do a fashion shoot here", 
so when thattiappens I just pretend there's 
amodel there and shoot the background to 
use later in photoshop! But despite having 
so many background images in my collec- 
tion, I don't always have the exact images 
that I might need for a particular idea and 
." then I Aa/UI buy images from Stock Photo 
sites. And a lot of those more digitally de- 
signed adornments such as the light and 
bokeh effects are often added in photos- 
hop using brushes. '\ * 

SH: Focusing now on your facet as 
fashion photographer... What kind of 
clothing do you like to photograph the 
most, apart from latex which is quite 
obvious hehe... 

JK: I kind of fell into the latex thing b>y 
accident really, l j didn't actually intend to 
specialize in shooting latex. I started shoo 
ting for Ooh La Latex a lot, and then lots 
of other latex designers wanted to -work 
with' me! Mike shooting it mainly because 
I like the way it reflects light and I'm such 
a lighting geek! Apart from that, it's difficult 
to say what clothing I like to photograph 
anything that is dramatic, edgy, alterna 
tive.... clothing that has a strong voice. I 
don't think I'll be shooting any comfortable 
knitwear anytime soon 
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SH: Give us a few names of models, fashion 
designers, make-up artists or even hairs- 
tylists you're dying to work with. 

JK: I used to have a long list of people that 
I wanted to work with, and I've been lucky 
enough to work with nearly all of them over the 
last couple of years. So I'm going to disappoint 
you by not adding any names here in case I 
never get to work with them and I end up fe- 
eling like some under-achiever! Although a mo- 
del I would love to photograph is the amazing 
JESSAMYNE from LA. 

SH: To go through your portfolio is a brea- 
thtaking experience, especially when con- 
templating the pictures you've been taking 
all over the world. We have selected some 
very good images from your travel-portfolio 
but it still seems to us that we couldn't make 
justice, and we even fell short. Tell us where 
did you take your first pictures ever outside 
the UK. And, what was the most impressive 
image you took in that place, what it was? 

JK: I suppose the first time I really started to 
think seriously about travel photography was 
on my first trip to Prague in the late 90's. My 
favourite images from that trip were from the 
overgrown Olsany Cemetery. I spent many 
hours photographing the old tombs and rusting 
crosses that had become fused with the trees 
over time. Those were all shot on really gra- 
iny B&W film and at some point I really need to 
scan some of those old negatives and put them 
on the website. 

SH: In how many different countries have 
you been in to this date? 

JK: Not enough! Never will be enough, I love 
traveling the world and experiencing different 



cultures, meeting people and witnessing beau- 
tiful landscapes and amazing architecture. I've 
travelled through most of Europe, some of the 
USA and Japan. I really do need to photograph 
more of Asia. But next, I'm off to Namibia for a 
few weeks very soon. 

SH: Always by your own, to extend your 
portfolio or working for any client? 

JK: My trips are not usually commissioned, un- 
fortunately! Some all-expenses paid trips would 
be very nice! So they are mostly for my perso- 
nal portfolio work and I also sell to Stock Photo 
agencies. 

SH: Are these trips normally planned in ad- 
vance or you improvise too, going more in 
an adventurous way? 

JK: They are always planned in advance, it's 
always better to do plenty of research in order 
to make the most of your time in another place 
so you can get the best shots possible. Howe- 
ver, I'm also open to improvising and exploring 
if I think it will result in some good pictures. And 
it's when you get off the beaten track that you 
usually get the most interesting shots. 

SH: We love your pictures of Cuba, where 
we see all these people in old ramshackle 
houses, surrounded by poverty yet still able 
and willing to savour life... Did they colla- 
borate always with you when you asked 
them for a pose or wanted to capture them 
in some daily situations? I guess it doesn't 
happen everyday that a professional pho- 
tographer comes to their neighbourhood 
wanting to immortalize them, and maybe 
most of them don't even speak English... 
Do you speak Spanish maybe? How did you 
manage yourself? 



JK: Cuba is one of the most amazing places 
that I've been to and I would love to go back 
there as soon as I can. There are just photo 
opportunities everywhere you look! And the 
people are so very friendly. Everyone I pointed 
my camera at was happy to have their photo 
taken, and I often tried to give them something 
for their trouble - 1 found soap and shampoo to 
be a popular currency! My Spanish is very bad, 
but waving a camera around with a silly look on 
my face seems to cross the language barriers 
quite effectively! I think it would be very condes- 
cending of me to say that despite the poverty 
they are happy, but they do make the most of 
what they have. There are certainly many les- 
sons that, we in the greedy capitalist world, can 
learn from people in countries such as Cuba. 
And it's very refreshing to walk around knowing 
that you won't see row upon row of soul-less 
corporate chains such as Starbucks, Mcdo- 
nalds etc. 

SH: You are kind of fascinated with dogs, 
especially those wandering the streets of 
poor depressed villages... What do you see 
in them? Why do you find them so interes- 
ting? 

JK: I just love dogs - they are infinitely more 
trustworthy, unassuming and more loyal than 
any people I've met. I've had dogs all my life, 
and I've always seen them as my best friends, 
I'm happiest when in canine company... So I 
also love photographing dogs. I undertook a 
little project when in Cuba photographing the 
street dogs. It made a bit of a change from 
photographing the crumbling old architecture, 
crumbling old American cars, crumbling old 
men smoking fat cigars - why not photograph 
some crumbling old dogs! I self-published a 
book of Cuban dogs called "Cuba Wooga". 
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l%g$s photographing the crumbling old architecture, the 
crumbling old American cars and the crumbling old men 
smoking -fat cigars - why not photograph some crumbling 
old dogs? " ^

" / love Photography, but it's evil. It takes over your life, it becomes all you think about 
and all you want to do, it gets in the way of your family life, it takes up all your time, it 
costs too much money.... But I wouldn't live without it. It makes me too happy." 



JULIAN KILSBY 
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SH: We realize that you see beauty and 
charm on nearly anything that surrounds 
you. Is it difficult for you to go on the street 
and for once not to stop to take "the pic 
of the day"? Do you have that "problem" 
some other photo-freaks have, not being 
able to go out without your camera? Taking 
pictures and searching for new captures 
can be also an addiction. Have I said any 
silly thing now? 

JK: I think you can find photographic potential 
in almost anything and everywhere, so it cer- 
tainly is an addiction that can take over your 
life. I used to carry a compact camera with 
me all the time in normal day-to-day life just in 
case I saw a great shot. But as the professio- 
nal work started to take up a lot more of my 
time I realized I wasn't really doing much with 
those day-to-day shots so I stopped carrying a 
camera, unless of course I knew I was going 
somewhere particularly interesting. But now I 
have an iPhone and the Hipstatmatic app it's 
got me fired up to start taking those everyday 
shots again. 

SH: You're currently offering the chance to 
learn some of your technical tricks through 
some workshops. Do you teach exclusively 
a certain type of photography, for instance 
just fashion instead of travel or both of them 
together? We guess that although similar 
techniques, these are two very different ty- 
pes of photography so both subjects must 
need many hours of teaching, are we right? 



JK: My one-to-one workshops are centered 
around fashion photography, and are nearly 
always to do with lighting in the studio or on lo- 
cation. Most photographers want to learn more 
about lighting and it always surprises me how 
few actually really understand how to control 
and modify light. And I've been teaching photo- 
graphy for the last 12 years, I also run 2 univer- 
sity courses at Birmingham City University that 
cover all aspects of professional photography 
including travel, product, music and documen- 
tary photography etc. 

SH: How long do your workshops take? 
Have you got a good feedback until now? 

JK: These are usually one-day workshops in 
my Birmingham studio although people someti- 
mes book 2 or 3 workshops so we can explore 
things in greater depth. I prefer doing one-to- 
one workshops as that way I can cater the tui- 
tion to the exact needs of the individual. I've so 
far had really good feedback from them, and 
it seems that I've opened a few people's eyes 
to some things that they hadn't previously con- 
sidered. I try to maintain a down-to-earth No- 
Bullshit approach and if people want to book 
workshops then they just have to email me and 
we book a date that suits us both. 

SH: Have you ever considered submitting 
your work to National Geographic or to the 
World Press Photo contest? 

JK: I don't think I'm up to National Geogra- 
phic standard! And I guess I always think I can 



do better and never feel good enough to enter 
Photo contests! Although I probably should! 

SH: And what's about exhibitions? Have 
you exposed your work many times in UK? 
Would you do it more often and not just 
over here but also abroad if you were invi- 
ted to do it so? 

JK: I never feel I have the time to arrange ex- 
hibitions. I know I should, and I would like to! 

SH: Have you had some of your photos 
printed on books, posters or calendars? If 
not, have you considered this idea? (I really 
want some of your pictures decorating the 
walls of my home LOL!) 

JK: Well, as I mentioned before, there's the 
"Cuba Wooga" book and I have large section 
in "Goliath's Latex Fashion Photography" 

book. This is something I need to do more of, 
and I will be putting together more books very 
soon, and later this year I'm going to start se- 
lling prints etc from my website. 

SH: What's that what you yet have to captu- 
re with your camera before you die? 

JK: There are so many things, people and pla- 
ces that I want to photograph, but Number 1 
on my list is to photograph polar bears in the 
wild, and I think that's going to finally happen 
next year. 
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"I think it's so important to have a consistent photographic style. In m 
case I have a colourful, edgy and dramatic take on nearly everything 
I point a camera at." 

JULIAN KILSBY 
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SH: What type of equipment do you use 
for taking your pictures? The lighting is 
just so beautiful! And we'd also like to 
know what digital programs and filters do 
you commonly use (don't worry, we won't 
even try to imitate you). 

JK: I think too many photographers get ra- 
ther too obsessed with what equipment they 
use, it's more about understanding how to 
use your tools rather than what tools you 
use. I know some amazing photographers 
who have hardly any equipment and shoot 
the most mind-blowing work. And I know 
others who have a ton of top-of-the-range 
kit and their photography is just talentless 
shit!! So I rarely list the equipment I use but 
as you ask and in case it interests anyone - 
for fashion I shoot HASSELBLAD medium 
format and BOWENS lights with a variety 
of modifiers. I never shoot with natural light, 
always preferring to create my own lighting. 
For travel photography, I shoot CANON and 
a lot of off-camera flash, although obviously 
I do use a lot more natural light when wor- 
king in this field. And for post processing 
I use LIGHTROOM and PHOTOSHOP 
with a few plug-ins such as NIK COLOR 
EFEX, ALIEN SKIN BOKEH and PHOTO- 
MATIX PRO for some subtle HDR work. 

SH: We haven't seen many b&w ima- 




ges in your portfolio. Don't you like it so 
much as you do like the colour maybe? 

JK: I go through phases! I used to shoot a 
lot of B&W, but then I started enjoying colo- 
ur work more. I'll get bored of that sometime 
and start doing more B&W again! I think a 
lot of the subjects I've been shooting recently 
just feel better in colour. I was actually going 
to do some B&W in Iceland last year, but then 
most people seem to photograph Iceland that 
way - so I kept it in colour. 

SH: What are your referents, more or 
less famous photographers you admire. 

JK: That's a really difficult question to an- 
swer. There are so many amazing photogra- 
phers who's work has impacted on me on 
so many levels. Some of the fashion pho- 
tographers that I admire, or have inspired 
me, over the years are GUY BOURDIN, 
DAVID LACHAPELLE, DAVID BAILEY, 
NICK KNIGHT, MIKA NINAGAWA (I 
named my dog after her!), CHAD Ml- 
CHAL WARD, JEFFERY SCOTT, NEIL 
SNAPE, CORWIN PRESCOTT and many, 
many more. The photographs of ghost towns 
and abandoned places by BERTHOLD 
STEINHILBER and TROY PAIVA are simply 
amazing. And I always love the wildlife pho- 
tography of STEVE BLOOM. 



SH: Any important project planned right 
now? 

JK: My trip to Namibia. I'm really looking 
forward to be there shooting, especially 
some of the abandoned diamond mining 
towns, and also spending some time with the 
Himba people. 

SH: Where do you see yourself as pho- 
tographer in 10 years? Do you have any 
maximum target? 

JK: I actually find it impossible to think more 
than a few months ahead! I have no real long- 
term professional targets, I just can't get into 
that corporate mind-set that insists we define 
ourselves by some 5 or 10 year plan! I just 
want to keep doing what I do, because I love 
doing what I do. Just carry on photographing 
lots more models in amazing outfits, and to 
photograph more of this beautiful world. 

SH: That was a good answer and ours 
was such a stupid question. Thanks very 
much for your time and for the beautiful 
instants you have captured for our eyes 
with your camera... And your heart. 

JK: Thank you so much for all your kind 
words, interesting questions and for pro- 
ducing such a great and varied magazine.

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The moment you were waiting for has arrived. If the 50s were already 
sparkling in many aspects, the 60s weren't less explosive (sadly this 
also describes the massacre in Vietnam as well as other ongoing 
military conflicts in those times), with numerous cultural and artistic 
movements manifesting their ideologies aloud and leaving a legacy of 
incalculable value for the Pop Culture. There was amongst those mo- 
vements one which would outstand with an specially resounding force 
and that was promoted by thousands of hippies (all over the world but 
above all in USA) who put love before war, dancing around bonfires 
on the seashore and under the influx of moon and LSD. Those were 
the days! To the Hippie Movement we owe mainly the fact of an emer- 
ging current by the end of the decade which advocated a complete 
rejection of cosmetics, since they defended of course a natural wild 
look (and maybe they were not so wrong after all, were they?). But 
although something artificial, makeup was also something too ver- 
satile, fun and attractive in general (without forgetting the billionaire 
business that it is, specially for the big brands) to make this current 
lasting too much or causing a relevant effect within the female public. 
However, we are not going to go on and on with the subject because 
if we do so, we woudl never finish so let's focuse on makeup since this 
is what this section is about.. .But you can be sure we will dedicate one 
day more than just a couple of pages to this fruitful, eclectic, innovati- 
ve and sensational era. 

Women, who had already let their hair down in the 50s, were now even 
more independent and liberated (at least this is how it was in most of 
the world, because in other places and even nowadays they are still 
more backward than in the Paleolithic), getting out of the domestic 
sphere and going everyday to both the University and their respective 
work-places. This circumstance made a fresh and natural look very 
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fashionable in they way they used makeup as well as their hairstyle 
which could change depending on the occasion although we could 
frequently see some styles that reproduced those seen in the 20s like 
the famous "Bob" we already mentioned in the chapter dedicated to 
that decade. But long hair was causing also enormous enthusiasm, 
specially due to the many different applications they suggested, even 
though the frentic life of women in those days, didn't really allow them 
all the time some of the complex hairstyles from the 50s required, so 
a more simple hairdo such as the "Bob" and the fringe in the purest 
BETTIE PAGE' style used to be commonly a favourite. Regarding 
makeup there were mainly two very distinguished styles: 

On the one hand we could find a more natural look generally worn 
in daytime, with light or even pale foundation (as long as you were 
white, of course, although we mustn't forget black women also wear 
makeup, hu? To them we'll soon dedicate an article), pastel tones for 
the eye-shadows, and salmon, coral and pinkish colours for the lips 
and cheeks. This look was frequently worn by the models featured in 
PLAYBOY Magazine, successfully expanding during the 60s. 

On the other hand, you could meet in a crazy night a woman who 
would wear a much more outrageous look, wearing a more excessive 
makeup, with a lot of black eyeliner, curled eyelashes (or even fake 
ones) also with a lot of masque and with her lips generally also much 
more emphasized at nighttime than in daytime. We cannot forget that 
many discotheques and all kind of nighty-leasure venues were ope- 
ning their doors in these times and that countless concerts (most of 
them based on Rock & Rock) were taking place, so it was just very 
convenient to make oneself beautiful to match the colourful atmos- 
phere found in such places.

MARK MORI is an Academy 
Award nominated documentary 
filmmaker and EMMY Award win- 
ning TV producer for more than 
twenty years. He is well reknown 
for his cut-edge documentaries 
and television series. Born Sept- 
ember 19, 1949 in Jacksonville, 
he graduatet at Georgia State 
University in 1982, at University 
of Florida in 1 984 and at the Ame- 
rican Film Institute in 1991. He 
currently lives and works in New 
York city. In his youth he was a 
political activist of the anti-war mo- 
vement from 1 968 until the end of 
the war in Vietnam, participating 
in several demonstrations across 
the USA and in a publishing ope- 
ration which printed a great deal 
of anti-war literature, including 2 
underground Gl newspapers: Left 
Face and Rap.

The movie invites us 
going deep into the true story of 
the world's greatest pin-up, nude 
and fetish model, BETTIE PAGE, 
whose elderly yet still lively voice 
narrates the true story of her life. 

The film is a provocative expose 
about her blasting joie de vivre 
and unworried attitude in front of 
the camera, in conflictive contrast 
with the censorship efforts in the 
50s. Fans from all over the world 
see in her an heroine who plan- 
ted the first seeds that sprouted 
the American Sexual Revolution. 
Amid swirling legends about her 
private life, this model who was 
an underground icon in her time, 
finally took hold as a big Pop Cul- 
ture phenomenon (even without 
her knowledge).

TM: Hola Mark. Es todo un honor que nos 
concedas esta entrevista en exclusiva, ya 
que si estamos bien informados, es la pri- 
mera vez que hablas con la prensa europea 
sobre tu nueva y extraordinaria pelfcula: 
"BETTIE PAGE REVEALS ALL", que se- 
gun hemos lefdo esta ya en fase de post-pro- 
duccion y casi terminada. <j,Eres consciente 
de los cientos de miles de admiradores que 
BETTIE PAGE tiene fuera de USA y que es- 
peran este estreno ansiosamente? i,Para 
cuando esta previsto? 

MM: Si, soy consciente de que hay muchos ad- 
miradores en todo el mundo y la pelfcula esta 
exactamente hecha y dedicada para ellos. El 
estreno esta previsto que suceda entre la pri- 
mavera y el verano de este ano. Pronto anun- 
ciaremos la fecha en la pagina web. Mientras- 
tanto, aconsejamos registrarse en ella para 
recibir nuestras noticias y de este modo saber 
cuando se proyectara la pelfcula en cada zona. 

TM: Varios de tus websites contienen mon- 
tones de interesante informacion sobre

MM: Bettie tiene muchos admiradores, pero 
solo unas pocas personas han llegado a oir su 
voz. Su vida es practicamente desconocida, y 
pocos saben que vivio como una reclusa duran- 



te tantos anos tras abandonar su carrera como 
modelo. Parte de mi mision es dar a conocer 
a la audiencia la persona detras del personaje. 
Sorprendera el oir una voz que no parece en- 
cajar con ese rostro y ese cuerpo. Por otro lado 
quiero contar por que ha atrafdo tanta atencion, 
por que sigue inspirando a las jovencitas hoy 
dfa, por que 60 anos mas tarde es incluso mas 
popular ahora que la estrella de cine mas gran- 
de en los 50, MARILYN MONROE. Busco res- 
ponder esas preguntas e indagar mas en el fe- 
nomeno que ha inspirado a varias subculturas, 
relacionadas con los coches, el tatuaje, el Bur- 
lesco, los disenadores de moda, los artistas de 
Rockabilly y mucho mas. Todo esto transportara 
el genio de Bettie Page a una mayor audiencia, 
llegando incluso a los que nunca han ofdo ha- 
blar de ella. 

TM: i,Estara la pelfcula presente en festi va- 
les y salas de Europa, como pueda ser en 
Alemania, Francia, Italia o incluso Espaha, 
donde hay un incontable numero de admi- 
radores de Bettie de todas las edades, y que 
sigue creciendo inconmensurablemente? 
Y otra pregunta: ^Has considerado que el 
DVD incluya subtftulos o doblaje en otros 
idiomas? 

MM: Si, estara presente en varios festivales 
en Europa, pero no puedo anunciar todavfa en 
cuales. Estamos discutiendo el tema con varios 
de ellos y espero que la pelfcula este disponi- 
ble en algunas salas, aunque esto depende de 
los distribuidores de cada pais. En un momento 
dado tambien espero que la pelfcula tenga ac- 
ceso a la TV en algunos de esos pafses. Res- 
pecto a los subtftulos y al doblaje en el DVD, 
podeis esperar encontrarlos en espanol asf 
como en todos los idiomas principales, pero no 
se todavfa exactamente que idiomas seran es- 
tos. Depende de la demanda. 

TM: Sobra decir que estas mas que ocupa- 
do, trabajando sin cesar y dando el toque 
final a este documental unico, narrado por 
la propia voz de quien ha sido un icono para 



cada generacion desde los 50, aunque este 
proyecto es algo tambien muy personal. 
i,C6mo te sientes cerrando un importante 
capftulo con alguien a quien has acompana- 
do durante los ultimos 16 anos? ^Supondra 
esto una cierta liberacion tambien para ti? 

MM: Estas en lo cierto, estoy trabajando muy 
duro en esto ahora mismo. En 1996 grabe una 
cinta de audio de larga duracion, entrevistando 
a Bettie sobre todo lo que pod fa ocurrfrseme 
acerca de ella y su vida. Entonces surgio la 
amistad y tres anos mas tarde, cuando se hizo 
publico que habfa estado en un hospital psi- 
quiatrico, lo cual ella no habfa desvelado nunca 
a nadie, volvf a entrevistarla de nuevo. Ella hizo 
declaraciones muy francas al respecto que es- 
tan inclufdas en el filme. En ese momento tuve 
que dejar el proyecto aparcado por unos anos 
por asuntos personales, hasta que hace 4 lo re- 
tome, regresando a la America de los 50, desde 
un punto de vista particular sobre lo que esta- 
ba pasando por aquel entonces. Cuanto mas 
tiempo le dedico a la pelfcula, mejor entiendo 
a Bettie y mas veo que es lo que fascina a la 
gente y a mf mismo sobre ella. Me enamore de 
su persona, porque era tan increfble, inusual y 
tan modesta. Me siento muy satisfecho de mos- 
trar esta pelfcula al mundo y lo mejor de todo, 
voy a sentirme muy feliz por los admiradores de 
Bettie, que van a conocer su historia a traves de 
su propia voz! 

TM: Despues de tantas tomas, castings y 
entrevistas, montones de viejas fotograffas, 
pelfculas y archivos, procesos de investi- 
gacion y seleccion de material, incontables 
llamadas de telefono, faxes, correos elec- 
tronicos, redes de contactos en Internet, 
reuniones y eventos para recaudar fondos... 
Todo esto financiado por tf. i,Que le dirfas a 
Bettie si aun estuviese viva? Y, ^como crees 
que responderfa ella a la pelfcula? 
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MM: Cuando la vi en el hospital una semana 
antes de morir, le dije: "Bettie, te quiero". Ahora 
diria: "Espero que te guste la pelicula". Y creo 
que su respuesta seria la misma de siempre: 
Tor que sigues montando este revuelo sobre 
ml?" El hecho es que ella se lo tomo todo siem- 
pre como una diversion y nada serio. Eso es lo 
que se desprende de sus fotografias y lo que 
las hace fantasticas. Ahora, tras ver la pelicula, 
creo que diria que sigue sin entender por que la 
gente se interesa por ella. 

TM: Has entrevistado a muchas estrellas y 
aspirantes al estrellato internacionales, ce- 
lebridades y gente VIP que aparecen en la 
pelicula, tales como HUGH HEFNER, DITA 
VON TEESE, TEMPEST STORM o BERNIE 
DEXTER, por citar solo algunos nombres. 
i,Que tienen estas personas en comun con 
los admiradores de hoy del fenomeno Pin 
Up o el Burlesco o los artistas alternativos? 
^Fue complicado tener a esta gente frente 
a tu camara para que colaborasen con sus 
declaraciones? 

MM: jNo, no lo fue! Quiero decir, que alguien 
como HUGH HEFNER suele ser poco accesi- 
ble, pero en este caso el quiso tambien rendir 
homenaje a Bettie. Todos ellos la amaban y es- 
taban ansiosos por colaborar. Toda esta clase 
de gente posee una perspectiva alternativa pa- 
recida, que Bettie tambien tenia aunque no se 
diera cuenta. Tanto si eres una pin up, una bai- 
larina de Burlesco o una persona creativa, ve- 
ras siempre a Bettie como un espiritu analogo. 

TM: Sabemos que buscas distribuidores. 
Una vez finalices la edicion, no significa que 
puedas tumbarte ya debajo de una palmera. 
El lanzamiento de "BETTIE PAGE REVEALS 
ALL" requiere aun de mucho esfuerzo an- 
tes de su llegada a las salas, aunque por 
ahora tu mayor reto es conseguir el dinero 
suficiente que cubra los costes de la post- 
produccion. ^Cuanto crees que tardaras en 
reunir la cantidad que te falta? 



MM: jCierto! Hacer la pelicula es solo la mitad 
del proceso. La otra mitad consiste en conse- 
guir que la gente llegue a verla y eso requiere 
de tanto trabajo como lo es el hacerla. Estamos 
reuniendo 25.000 dolares a traves del website 
para completarla y de hecho solo faltan unos 
cuantos miles para eso. Nos llevara solo unas 
cuantas semanas, asi que esta es la ultima 
oportunidad de tener tu nombre en los creditos 
por una pequena cantidad de dinero y ayudar 
asi con la production y la finalizacion de la pe- 
licula. Toda la information sobre los creditos de 
agradecimiento y otras cuestiones relacionadas 
estan en el website. 

TM: Hemos leido que la gente puede colabo- 
rar tambien reservando ya el DVD, compran- 
do camisetas y posters, fotos firmadas por 
la propia BETTIE PAGE y la fotografa BUN- 
NY YEAGER, o incluso registrandose como 
miembros colaboradores de la pelicula. Los 
miembros oficiales reciben creditos y agra- 
decimientos en el DVD, varios objetos, en- 
tradas para el estreno en Los Angeles y en 
New York y tambien una invitacion para un 
preestreno de la pelicula y una cena de gala 
contigo. jTodo eso suena tan interesante y 
sin duda es un sueho para cualquier admira- 
dor de Bettie! ^Como se te ocurrio la idea de 
conseguir fondos de este modo 

MM: Ya sabes, hacer una pelicula supone un 
proceso caro. Disponia de 20.000 fotografias 
diferentes de Bettie entre las que escoger, pro- 
bablemente la mayor coleccion existente en nin- 
guna parte. Unas 1.000 aparecen en la pelicula 
y muchas de ellas tuvieron que ser editadas en 
Photoshop. Esto requiere mucho personal y ahi 
es donde esta invertido el dinero. Pense en el 
tema y entonces se me ocurrio recaudar fondos 
con el tipo de merchandise que los fans quieren 
adquirir. 

TM: Mark, has sido nominado al OSCAR 
como director y productor de documentales 
y tambien ganador de un premio EMMY, en 



ambos casos por pelfculas extremadamente 
criticas. "BETTIE PAGE REVEALS ALL" es 
completamente diferente y destaca entre to- 
dos tus proyectos anteriores. Aparte de to- 
dos esos trofeos, seguro que hay algo a lo 
que aspiras con esta fantastica, emocional 
e inspiradora pelicula dedicada a la mas ce- 
lebre pin up que ha pisado la Tierra jamas. 
i,Cual seria el mas importante premio que 
puedes conseguir para tf mismo y a quien 
se lo dedicarias aparte de por supuesto, a 
Bettie Page? 

MM: Bueno, no se...La mayor recompensa 
seria satisfacer a los fans de Bettie. Y si, por 
supuesto conseguir un Premio de la Academia, 
pero no espero eso realmente, aunque crea 
que "BETTIE PAGE REVEALS ALL" es la me- 
jor pelicula que hecho jamas. El tipo de pelicula 
que la Academia querria homenajear como ha 
hecho con otras de mis pelfculas. En cualquier 
caso, si consiguiese un premio, lo dedicaria a 
mi familia. 

TM: Gracias Mark por concedernos un po- 
quito de tu tiempo. Esperamos que puedas 
terminar la pelicula muy pronto y que co- 
seches muchos exitos, aunque seguro que 
eso sera asi. 

MM: Muchas gracias por vuestro interes. 
Creo que vuestra revista es fantastica y apre- 
cio mucho que colaboreis ayudandome a pro- 
mocionar mi pelicula en Europa.

Interview by TOM MASSEY 



TM: Hello Mark. Is such a honour to have 
this exclusive interview with you. If we are 
well informed, this is the first time you ever 
talk to the European press about your new 
and extraordinary movie "BETTIE PAGE 
REVEALS ALL", which is now on post-pro- 
duction and almost finished. Are you cons- 
cious about the hundreds of thousands of 
BETTIE PAGE'S fans out of the USA who are 
desperately waiting for the premiere of this 
film? When it's predicted to take place? 

MM: Yes, I know there are many fans worldwide 
and the film is exactly made and dedicated to all 
of them. The release will be in spring or summer 
this year. We will soon announce the date on 
our website. Meanwhile we want to invite ever- 
yone joining our mailing list so they can receive 
fresh news on the film and to know when and 
where it will be played in their area. 

TM: Several of your websites contain lots of 
interesting information about the movie and 
the different steps on its production, quotes 
by the participants, trailers, etc. There's no 
doubt, you're doing a great job with the pro- 
motion and generating a great expectation 
all over the globe. We could say that this 
is a cult film, even before having arrived to 
the big screen! A "MUST-SEE" movie for all 
those who identify themselves with the Pin 
Up Phenomenon and the Alternative Scene, 
as well as for those connected in some way 
with the tattoo world, photography and mo- 
delling in general. ..Worldwide! But, tell us: 
Which is the mission behind this documen- 
tary on BETTIE PAGE? 

MM: There are many fans of Bettie, but just a 
very few people who have even heard her voi- 
ce. Her life is practically unknown, and not many 
people know that she was living like a recluse 
for so many years after having abandoned her 
modelling career. Part of my mission is to bring 
the person behind the character to the audien- 
ce. They will be surprised when they hear that 
voice which doesn't seem to fit at all with the 



face and body we can see on the screen. On 
the other hand, my mission is to tell why does 
she attracts so much attention, why is she still 
inspiring young women today, why she's more 
popular nowadays, 60 years later, even more 
popular than the biggest movie star from the 
50s, Marilyn Monroe. So these are the ques- 
tions I seek to answer. Also to go into the Bettie 
Page phenomenon and how this has inspired 
various subcultures from Car Culture, to Burles- 
que, tattoos, fashion design, Rockabilly artists 
and much more. To transmit the genius of Bettie 
Page to a wider audience, even including those 
who never heard anything about her. 

TM: Will the movie be presented at festivals 
and movie theaters in Europe, like Germany, 
France, Italy or even Spain, where there is 
a countless and continuously growing num- 
ber fans of Bettie of all ages? And another 
question: Have you considered to include 
subtitles or voice-overs in different langua- 
ges on the DVD? 

MM: Yes, It will be in some film festivals in Euro- 
pe, but I can't tell yet in which ones. We are in 
discussions with many of them and I hope the 
movie can be seen in some theaters too, but this 
depends on the distributors in each particular 
country. I also expect that the movie gets even- 
tually to the TV in some of these countries and 
yes, there will certainly be subtitles and voice- 
overs in the DVD, in Spanish and all the major 
languages, but I don't know exactly yet what 
additional languages we will include. Depends 
on the demand I guess. 

TM: It's not needed to say that you are more 
than busy, non-stop working to give the final 
touch to this unique documentary, narrated 
with the voice of who has been an icon for 
each generation since the 50s, although this 
project is also something quite personal for 
yourself. How does it feel when you're clo- 
sing an important chapter with someone 
who you have accompanied during the last 
16 years? Will this suppose a certain release 
also for you? 



MM: You're right, I've been working very hard 
on it right now. It was back in 1996, when I did 
a lengthy audio interview on everything I could 
think about Bettie and her life. Then she and I 
became friends and 3 years later, when it came 
out that she had been in a mental institution, 
which she had disclosed to no one, I went back 
and had another interview with her and she talk- 
sed very frankly about that. She tells that story in 
the movie. But then I had to put the movie aside 
for a few years, because of my own personal 
reasons, and then it was 4 years ago that I re- 
started the project, going back to the 50s Ameri- 
ca, taking a particular point of view on what was 
going on in that time. The more time I spend on 
this film, the better I get to understand Bettie. 
What is it about Bettie Page that's so fascinating 
to people and also to myself. I fell in love with 
her as a person, because she was so amazing, 
unusual and such a modest woman. I feel very 
pleased to bring this film to the world and most 
of all, I'm gonna be pleased for Bettie's fans 
once they all get to hear her story - from her! 

TM: After so many shots, castings and inter- 
views, lots of old photos, films and archives, 
researching and selecting material, count- 
less phone calls, faxes, e-mails, social net- 
working, meetings and events to raise funds 
for the movie, all this financed by yourself... 
What would you say to Bettie if she was still 
alive? And, how do you think she would res- 
pond after watching the movie? 

MM: When I saw her in the hospital a week be- 
fore she died, I said to her: "Bettie, I love you." 
Now I would say: "I hope you like the film."Ar\6 I 
think her reply would be the same it always was: 
"Why keeping on making a fuss about me?" 
The fact that Bettie just did what she did for pure 
fun and never taking it too seriously is some- 
thing you can perceive in her pictures and what 
makes them so amazing. Now, after seeing the 
film, I think she would say that she still doesn't 
understand why people are interested in her.

TM: You have interviewed many internatio- 
nal stars and starlets, celebreties and VIPs 
who appear in the movie, such as HUGH HE- 
FNER, DITA VON TEESE, TEMPEST STORM 
or BERNIE DEXTER, to name a few. What 
do they all have in common with some of 
the today's fans of Pin Up phenomenon and 
Burlesque or the alternative artists? And, 
was it complicated to get them in front of 
your camera so they collaborated with their 
statements? 

MM: No, it wasn't at all! I mean, somebody like 
HUGH HEFNER is not very accessible, but in 
this case he wanted to honor Bettie. They all 
loved her and were anxious to collaborate. This 
kind of people all have an alternative outlook 
in some way or another, which Bettie had too, 
although without realizing it! Whether you're a 
pin up, a Burlesque dancer, or any creative per- 
son, you'll see Bettie as a kindred spirit. 

TM: We know that you are looking for dis- 
tributors and supporters. Once the editing 
process has been finished, it won't mean 
that it's all done and you can lay back un- 
der a palm tree. Launching "BETTIE PAGE 
REVEALS ALL" requires many efforts until 
the movie arrives the movie theaters. But 
for now, your most important challenge is to 
get enough money to cover the costs of the 
post-production. How long do you think it 
will take you to get the amount you still need 
to complete the movie? 

MM: That's true! Making the film is only a half 
of the process. The other half is getting people 
to see it and that takes as much work as get- 
ting the film made. On the website we're raising 
25.000 dollars to complete the film and we ac- 
tually need just a few thousands now to finish it. 
This will only take a few more weeks so this is 
the last chance to have your name in the credits 
of Bettie's film for a very reasonable amount of 
money which will support the production and 
completion of the movie.

TM: People who want to collaborate can do 
this via your website, pre-ordering the DVD, 
buying t-shirts and posters, autographed 
pictures of Bettie or even signing-up for a 
membership as collaborators on the movie. 
The official members will receive credits 
and a big THANK YOU on the DVD, several 
items, tickets for the premiere of the movie 
in Los Angeles and New York and also an 
invitation for a preview of the movie and a 
gala dinner with you. All this sounds so in- 
teresting. A dream for any true Bettie fan! 
How did you come up with the idea of get- 
ting fundraising in this way? 

MM: You know, making films is an expensive 
process. I had actually 20.000 unique photogra- 
phs of Bettie to go through and sort, probably 
the largest collection anywhere, about 1.000 
of them are in the film, and many of these had 
to be photoshopped. This requires a lot of staff 
and this is where all the money goes to. I came 
up with this idea by thinking about what do Bet- 
tie Page fans want so now you can buy lots of 
merchandise on the website. 

TM: Mark, you are an Academy Award nomi- 
nee as director and producer of documenta- 
ries, and also a winner of an EMMY Award, 
in both cases for extremely critic movies. 
"BETTIE PAGE REVEALS ALL" is comple- 
tely different and it outstands amongst all 
the movies you have participated in to this 
date. Apart from all these trophies, the- 
re must be for sure something else you're 
aspiring to with this fantastic, emotional 
and inspiring movie dedicated to the grea- 
test Pin Up who has ever walked on earth. 
Which would be the most important reward 
you could get for yourself and to who would 
you dedicate it to? 

MM: Well, I don't know. The greatest reward 
would be the satisfaction of Bettie's fans. And 



yes, of course the Academy Award, but I don't 
really expect this although I think "BETTIE 
PAGE REVEALS ALL" is probably the best film 
I've ever made but is not the kind of film the 
Academy might necessarily want to honor as 
they did with some of my previous films. Howe- 
ver, if I got any award I would dedicate it to my 
family. 

TM: Thanks very much for your time Mark. 
We hope that you can complete the movie 
very soon and that you get lots of success, 
and sure you will. 

MM: Many thanks for your interest. I think 
your magazine looks great and I really appre- 
ciate that you collaborate helping me to pro- 
mote my movie in Europe.

A los 21 ya habia realiza- 
do su Master especializandose en alta costura 
masculina, aunque actualmente disena para 
ambos sexos. En el 2010 se ponia a trabajar 
por cuenta propia, abriendo su fabulosa prime- 
ra tienda-taller en la ciudad de Hall in Tirol, a po- 
cos kilometros de Innsbruck. En poco tiempo, el 
atractivo escaparate y los interiores exquisita- 
mente disenados de la tienda, que muestran lo 
que son no unicamente prendas de vestir sino 
autenticas obras de arte, generalmente unicas 
e irrepetibles, han ido atrayendo una clientela 
variada que incluye tanto gente joven que bus- 
ca algo extremado y sexy que ponerse, como a 
senoras y senores de una posicion social aco- 
modada, que aprecian el talento y profesionali- 
dad de este joven que esta rompiendo todos los 
esquemas y marcando tendencia con su propia 
marca "Manufaktur Herzblut".

When you think about Tyrol, the 
first things your mind suggests you 
are snow-covered peaks, valleys 
covered with lush green grass 
splashed with flowers and flocks 
pasturing peacefully, crystalline 
lakes and in general all what com- 
poses the wonderful and idyllic 
Alpine landscape. A place iden- 
tical to Heidi and Peter's home, 
although they live in the Swiss 
Alps, but apart from that they have 
lots of things in common with their 
Austrian neighbours. Here you'll 
find not just breathtaking views, 
but also the famous traditional sin- 
ging known as Yodeling, delicious 
gastronomy, amazing flora and 
fauna and of course the popular 
Olympic Winter Games and the 
Apres Ski Parties with its poshy 
tourists hungry for snow... There's 
no doubt, Tyrol is a wonder that in 
case you have the chance, you 
should visit at least once in your li- 
fetime.

He got his Master at the age of 21, specializing in Male Confection, 
although he's now designing for both genders. He was working as a self- 
employee in 2010, opening his first fabulous shop-atellier in the city of Hall 
in Tirol, just a few kilometres from Innsbruck. 

Shortly after, the interiors exquisitely designed and the eye-catching win- 
dows of the shop which show not just items of clothing but authentic wor- 
ks of art, in general unique and unrepeatable, have attracted a varied 
clientele from young people looking for something extreme and sexy to 
ladies and gentlemen of high social standing who appreciate the talent 
and professionalism of this young guy who's breaking preconceptions and 
setting trends with his own brand "Manufaktur Herzblut". Both residents 
and tourists are frequently seen in front of the shop, amazed with what 
they look at, taking pictures and knowing that Hall has now much more 
to offer than what it's on the tourist guides and the traditional programs. 
If you want to be trendiness and not to miss anything, then you shouldn't 
leave the city without having passed by this oasis of contemporaneous- 
ness and style. 



Influenced by designers such as Vivienne Westwood or Jean Paul Gaul- 
tier, Tyrol's "Black Scene" in the late 80s which was known in other places

Situado en la ladera de una colina, el 
Cementerio Monumental de Staglieno 

es uno de los mas extensos de Europa, 
con mas de un kilometro de superficie. 
Como es habitual en cualquier cemente- 
rio italiano, sorprenden sus maravillosas 
esculturas, de gran realismo y expresivi- 
dad. El proyecto data de 1804, cuando 
Napoleon prohibio los enterramientos 
en iglesias y ciudades. El proyecto fue 
aprobado en 1835 por el arquitecto Car- 
lo Barabino, aunque este murio aquel 
mismo ano enfermo de colera, asi que 
la obra quedo en manos de su asisten- 
te y pupilo Giovanni Battista Resasco. 
La construction se inicio en 1844, y el 
cementerio fue finalmente inaugurado 
en 1851, acogiendo ya el primer dia 4 
entierros. A lo largo de los ahos el ce- 
menterio fue creciendo y dividiendo su 
espacio segun la religion de los falleci- 
dos. Asi, nos encontramos con un ce- 
meterio que acoge en su recinto varios 
cementerios divididos segun religion de 
sus ocupantes (aunque todos ellos son 
despues de muertos simple materia or- 
ganica que acabara en la mas absolu- 
ta nada). El cementerio ingles contiene 
dos zonas conmemorativas dedicadas 
a la Primera y la Segunda Guerra Mun- 
dial. En aquella epoca Genova era uno 
de los principales centros de aprendizaje 
en Italia, asi que esto atrajo a muchos 
reformistas y a gente de la burguesia. 
Toda esta gente queria dejar constancia

de su paso por la ciudad, de sus logros 
y de su trabajo, asi que los encargos de 
esculturas de gran realismo estaban a la 
orden del dia. Muchas son las tumbas y 
mausoleos que destacan por su elabo- 
rado arte escultorico y su dramatismo. 
Un buen ejemplo es el de la tumba del 
nino Italino Lacomelli, que murio asesi- 
nado en 1925 mientras jugaba con un 
hula-hoop, a la edad de 5 anos, segun 
se lee en la red a manos de un enaje- 
nado (quizas un psicopata de la epoca). 
La escultura, que es obra del genoves 
Adolph Lucarini esta compuesta por 
la figura del pequeno que juega con 
su aro totalmente ajeno al peligro de 
unas manos que surgen de la tumba 
para arrebatarle la vida en un instante... 
Sencillamente aterrador y muy triste. 
Sus padres estan enterrados con el. 

En la decada del 1880, era frecuente 
ver al filosofo Friedrich Nietzsche pa- 
seando con su amigo Paul Ree entre 
las tumbas mientras mantenian largas y 
trascendentales conversaciones. Entre 
las celebridades y personas conocidas 
enterradas aqui destacamos a la que 
fuera esposa de Oscar Wilde, Cons- 
tance Lloyd, al politico y periodista Giu- 
seppe Mazzini, el tambien politico Fe- 
rruccio Parri y el cantante y compositor 
Fabrizio De Andre. El fotografo Lee 
Friedlander publico un libra dedicado a 
este cementerio en el ano 2003. 







Located on a hillside, the Monumental Cemetery of Staglieno is 

one of the most extensives in Europe, covering an area of more than a 
square kilometre. As usual in any Italian cemetery, the sculptures are im- 
pressive, very realistic and expressive. The design dates back to 1804, 
when Napoleon forbade burials in churches and towns. The project was 
approved in 1835 by the architect Carlo Barabino, although he died that 
same year because of a cholera epidemic, so the work was then in the 
hands of his assistant and pupil Giovanni Battista Resasco. The cons- 
truction started in 1844 and the cemetery was finally opened in 1851, 
having 4 burials already on the first day. The cemetery was expanding 
over the time and dividing its space into different areas depending on 
the religion of each dead buried (although they would all become just 
organic matter that will end up in the most absolute nothingness once 
they're dead). There's an English cemetery containing 2 memorials of 
both the 1st and the 2nd World War. At that time Genoa was a major 
centre of learning in Italy, so this attracted reformists and people of the 
bourgeoisie. All these people wanted to leave evidence of their time in 
the city, their achievements and the work they had done, so it was quite 
usual that they ordered very realistic sculptures. 



Many are the outstanding tombs and mausoleums, specially because of 
their elaborated sculptural art and dramatic character. A good example 
is the tomb of the little boy Italino Lacomelli who was killed by a madman 
when he was only 5 and while he was playing with his hoop. The sculp- 
ture was made by the Genovese Adolph Lucarini and it represents the 
little boy playing with his hoop, absolutely unaware of the hands of the 
killer, coming out of the grave and trying to reach him and snatch his 
life. ..Simply terrifying and very sad. His parents are buried with their son. 

Friedrich Nietzsche was frequently seen with his friend Paul Ree ha- 
ving a walk by the place while having long and transcendental conversa- 
tions. Some of the celebrities and well-known people buried here include 
Oscar Wilde's ex-wife, Constance Lloyd, the politician and journalist Giu- 
seppe Mazzini, the also politician Ferruccio Parri and the singer/compo- 
ser Fabrizio De Andre. The photographer Lee Friedlander publish a 
book in 2003 dedicated to this cemetery

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onumental Cemetery of Staglieno won in 1980 a bi- 
gger popularity amongst the young people thanks to the 
pictures used on 2 records of the Post-Punk band JOY 
DIVISION. The cover for the album "CLOSER" had a 
picture of the family Appiani's tomb which was sculpted 
by Demetrio Paernio. 

On the other hand, the single "LOVE WILL TEAR US 

APART" was released with different versions of the co- 
ver, and one was using also a picture taken at the same 
cemetery, showing a fallen angel on Ribaudo's Family, 
sculpted by Onaroto Toso.

One day a friend of a friend 
showed me a professional camera he had just 
bought and when I told him I was a model, he 
wanted to make a photo-session with me. Two 
weeks later I knew that this guy had created a 
portfolio for me and that he had uploaded on the 
Internet. I guess the people liked the pictures 
because I haven't stopped working since then. 



You've mentioned in other interviews that 
you had some overweight. Was it too much? 
We can imagine how hard it has been to build 
the physique you have today. We guess that 
you need to spend many hours at the gym 
and to sacrifice yourself in many levels and 
during a long period of time. However, apart 
from good genes, constant exercise and a 
strict diet, which are all thingspatently ob- 
vious when we just look at you. ..We want ab- 
solute sincerity: Have you ever had anabolic 
steroids or any type of hormones? Or on the 
contrary you rather prefer solutions which 
are a much natural as possible? 

VP: You asked if I had overweight?! I had 90 kgs 
when I was 11 ! I think the divorce of my parents 
could have been the cause. Children we cruel 
to me at school, tormenting me at any time.. .But 
I started going to the gym when I was 15 so I 
became instructor of Aerobics at my 18 and af- 
ter this I started participating in several Fitness 
competitions. There are no secrets, you're what 
you eat and depending on what you eat, that's 
how your body will look. My diet is healthy but I 
don't hold back so I don't eat something I want. 
In any case, I go to the gym everyday and I run 
on the beach as often as I can. As a supplement 
for my diet and the exercise, I take lots of pro- 
teins and creatine, and also lots of vitamine C 
andB12.

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If DEPECHE MODE are considered to 
be the "Fathers of the Electronic Rock", 
KRAFTWERK are the "Grandfathers 
of Techno". Many are the super-tunes 
we could outstand in their long and frui- 
tful career, but "THE ROBOTS" surely 
defines the personality of the band like 
no other. The single was released in 
1978 and was included in their seven- 
th album "THE MAN-MACHINE". The 
lyrics make reference to the revolution 
of robotic technology and how men can 
use it as they wish. At the moment to 
perform this song during their live acts, 
the band was replaced by robots resem- 
bling them. 

We were not yet in the 80s and these 
German guys who were visionaries and 
ahead of their times, already suggested 
us with their compositions a post-apo- 
calyptic future, with an unnatural huma- 
nity living in a totally artificial environ- 
jpeat. where everything's computerized 
Eand where wr am mnstantlv threatened 
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est but the character of tht band doesn't 
leave us indifferent either. Who knows, 
maybe this is how they provoke a reac- 
tion. The truth is that they have granted 
interviews just in very few occasions and 
it hasn't even been possible to know the 
exact location of their studio. They can't 
be contacted neither by mail nor by pho- 
ne (they don't give a shit if the caller is 
a celeb or so) and they provide lifesize 
mannequins or robots for official photos- 
hoots. Yep, they are indeed cold, reclu- 
sives and hermetics like a f eking robot, 
but they are also great geniuses of the 
Electronic and there isn't any artist you 
can compare to them, not to this date.

Although the roots of the Ame 
rican band BLONDIE are born 
from Punk, we find many and 
diverse musical influences in 
their discography.

The videoclip was ftmed at a 
nightclub, on a dance jKr, with a 
sparkling mirror-ball hinging from 
the ceiling and the play of light and 
shadows typical of a discotheque 
illuminating the radiant features of 
DEBBIE HARRY, an authentic 
sex-symbol of those times who cap- 
tivated us with her delicate little fal- 
setto voice and her image of naughty 
doll, The curious thing is that this 
song, included in the third album 
"PARALLEL LINES" occupies the 
number 255 on the list of the 500 
greatest songs of all timaby Rolling 
Stone. To be honest, and^annot lie 
on'this, the lyrics are little better than 
stupid. The single was released early 
in the year 1979 and it reached the 
number 1 in numerous radio charts 
all over the globe. 

*Although this song is undoub- 
tedly catchy, I will always" prefer 
"ATOMIC", so sweet, so s'ensuaL.I 
love when at the end says "Atomic, 
Oooohhhh, Atomic, Oooohhhh...

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Again, I have no words to 
describe the amazing ta- 
lent of this band. I'm simply 
breathless everytime I listen 
to some of their songs tho- 
roughly. NEW ORDER is 
another clear example we 
must mention when we talk 
about artists who have born 
to be exactly who they are 
and to give what they give 
with their music.

They 
are with no doubt one of 
the greatests bands of the 
80s. Their music is seducti- 
ve and full of energy which 
surrounds you until you lay 
down to your knees, com- 
pletely freaking out (even wi- 
thout drugs, hu? haha!). 

It was 1983 when the single 
"BLUE MONDAY" saw 

the light. At nearly seven- 
and-a-half minutes, is one 
of the longest tracks ever 
to chart in the radio. As a 



ded good to all members so 
this is how they recorded it. 
Another curious thing is that 
this song breaks any pre- 
established scheme regar- 
ding the usual structure of a 
song, without including cho- 
rus at all. The brilliant singer 
BERNARD SUMNER sings 
the lyrics with a certain 
deadpan tone providing 
the song with a unique per- 
sonality, as he has always 
done with every single song 
indeed. All these characte- 
ristics, without forgetting the 
catchy and distinctive semi- 
quaver kick drum intra at the 
beginning of the song, make 
this piece something unique 
in its genre and a a fav hymn 
at nightclubs and after-hours 
all over the globe. 

The song has also the ho- 
nour to be the biggest selling 
12" single in UK's history 
with more than one million 
copies just in this country.

Three young guys with vi- 
king blood who would sell 
records like hot cakes at the 
entrance of an school. More 
than 80 millions (albums 
and singles). Amongst their 
hits we are obliged to men- 
tion the sparkling "TAKE ON 
ME". The vocal wonders of 
HARKET, the catchy cho- 
rus and the fast and vibra- 
ting rhythm (170 beats/min) 
make this song a unique 
piece. It was included in the 
band's first and excellent 
studio album "HUNTING 
HIGH AND LOW" relea- 
sed in 1985, although it had 
been recorded already in 
1984. 

The video, directed by STE- 
VE BARRON is still today 
considered one of the most 
originals of all times.

I remember having the walls of my room cove- 
red with DURAN DURAN pictures. Their songs 
were on the radio-show "40 Principales" (Spa- 
nish Top 40) every few minutes, which in the 
absence of Internet, was during my pre-adoles- 
cence one of my favourite hobbies when in the 
summer evenings me and my friends used to 
sit down on the side-walk of a non-asphalted 
street, so we could listen all together the hits of 
that moment while humming who knows what, 
because we had no English lessons at all at the 
school by that time (no more comments). Howe- 
ver, both the music and the voice would always 
get to move us. I'm sorry for SPANDAU BA- 
LLET, but DURAN DURAN were my favourites. 
I think it was with them that my eternal love for 
electronic music began. They were one of the 
first bands with a bigger presence on the MTV, 
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appearing on videoclips that were made by film- 
makers and using cameras with a 35 mm format. 
Amongst their many hits, "THE WILD BOYS" 
is maybe the most representative of their 80s 
success. Produced by NILE RODGERS, it was 
released in October of 1984, reaching the first 
places on both the American and the European 
charts. The song was born from the collabora- 
tion with the film director RUSSELL MULCAHY 
("Highlander") who suggested that the band 
composed the soundtrack for a movie based on 
the novel by William S. Burroughs, The Wild 
Boys: A Book Of The Dead" he wanted to 
direct but which project was finally miscarried. 
When Mulcahy read the synopsis to the vocalist 
SIMON LE BON, he then wrote the lyrics and 
the rest of the band composed the well-rounded 
and discordant instrumental base which invites

you doing nothing but dancing like crazy. The 
videoclip costed over one million dollars and it 
was filmed at Pinewood Studios. A very ela- 
borated wardrobe, an excellent choreography, 
special/makeup effects, graphics generated by 
computer, an animatronic and some decora- 
tions in the purest "Mad Max" style, rapidly pro- 
voked a profound impact in the retina of an en- 
tire TV-addicted generation. The best of all, an 
irresistible Le Bon dressed in black leather and 
strapped to a spinning windmill above a pool. 
Everytime he dunked his head in the water 
and emerged with his hairs wet and shaking 
both his head and hips, I felt something like a 
strange tickling which for sure responded to an 
imminent sexual awakening. ..Thanks DURAN 
DURAN for so many and incredible sensory ex- 
periences.

Little Boy is an allusion to both 
the nickname os the uranium 
bomb,as well as the fact that pilot 
Paul Tibbets named the aircra- 
ft after his mother whose name 
was exactly Enola Gay (in case 
the mission wasn't too abomina- 
ble, you know?) The song peaked 
at number 1 in France, Italy and 
Portugal and a quite fair position 



in other charts. The song was also 
released during a major controver- 
sy surrounding then British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher's de- 
cision to allow US nuclear missiles 
to be stationed in Britain (contro- 
versy? what controversy?! Isn't all 
in the family?) Really, Both Great 
Britain and USA are awesome 
countries with so many good and 
beautiful things, amongst them 
almost all the music we are re- 
calling on these pages but... Hey, 
it's not ok to want it all, is it? The 
worst thing is that we cannot say 
that it won't happen again a bomb 
like Hiroshima's. We are going in 
the wrong direction, really wrong.
